Sect.  2.  Warrants  for  the  payment  of  the  said  appropria- 
tion shall  be  drawn  by  the  Chief  Commissioner  of  Highways. 
The  following  sums  shall  be  paid  in  money,  viz:  eighty  dol- 
lars to  said  Peter  Marsellis  ;  fifty  dollars  to  James  Howard  ; 
sixty-six  dollars  to  Mary  Ann  Leeds  ;  twenty  dollars  to  Tylee 
Allen  ;  fifty  dollars  to  George  Brinton  ;  twenty  dollars  to 
Christian  Monyer ;  seventy-five  dollars  to  Samuel  Wilson, 
and  fifty  dollars  to  William  Early,  and  the  balance  of  the  said 
appropriation  in  certificates  of  City  debt  ;  and  the  warrants  to 
be  drawn  as  aforesaid,  shall  express  how  much  of  the  amount 
for  which  they  are  drawn  are  payable  in  money,  and  how 
much  in  said  certificates:  Provided,  no  warrant  shall  issue 
until  the  usual  certificate  shall  be  produced  from  the  Court  of 
(Quarter  Sessions,  that  the  damages  aforesaid  have  been 
assessed  by  a  jury  and  their  report  been  confirmed  absolutely,  nor 
until  the  City  Solicitor  certifies  that  there  are  no  liens  against 
the  property  for  injury  to  which  the  said  damages  have  been 
awarded. 

Sect.  3.  Upon  the  delivery  of  any  such  warrants,  counter- 
signed by  the  Controller,  to  the  City  'I'reasurer,  as  specifies  that 
the  payment  of  the  amounts  therein  mentioned,  are  to  be  made 
in  ceriificates  of  City  debt,  the  said  Treasurer  shall  deliver  to 
the  person  in  whose  favor  the  same  is  drawn,  or  to  his  order, 
cf-rtificaies  of  City  debt  to  the  amount  expressed  in  such  war- 
rant, which  certificates  shall  be  such  as  are  provided  for  and 
described  in  an  ordinance  approved  August  23,  1855,  entitled 
"  An  Ordinance  to  provide  for  the  issue  of  certificates  of  debt 
in  payment  of  road  damages,  and  to  pay  the  cuutract  price  of 


the  Fire  Alarm  and  Police  Telegraph,"  and  the  said  certifi- 
cates shall  be  a  portion  of  those  authorized  to  be  issued.

CHAPTER  II.

ture, be  and  the  same  is  hereby  appropriated,  together  making 
the  sum  of  one  hundred  and  one  thousand  nine  hundred  and 
forty-eight  dollars  and  sixty-nine  cents,  to  the  use  of  the  Pub- 
lic Schools  of  the  City  of  Philadelphia,  in  the  payment  of  the 
several  bills  for  Teachers'  salaries  and  school  expenses,  as 
passed  by  the  Controllers  of  Public  Schools,  on  the  eighth 
instant,  and  falling  due  on  the  first  of  said  month. 

Sect.  2.  Warrants  for  the  payment  of  the  several  bills 
mentioned  in  the  foregoing  section,  shall  be  drawn  in  the 
usual  form  by  the  said  Controllers  of  Public  Schools,  and  be 
approved  and  countersigned  by  the  City  Controller,  and  shall 
not  exceed  in  the  aggregate  the  amount  appioprialed  in  th« 
first  section  of  this  ordinance. 


Sect.  3.  Of  the  foregoing  amount,  the  sum  of  thirty-six 
thousand  and  nine  hundred  dollars  shall  be  charged  to  the 
appropriation  for  Public  Schools  for  the  year  one  thousand 
eight  hundred  and  fifty-six.

CHAPTER  HI. 

AN  ORDINANCE 

To  lice7ise  and  regulate  Paivnbrokers. 

Sect.  1.  The  Select  and  Common  Councils  of  the  City  of 
Philadelphia  do  ordain,  That  the  Mayor  of  the  City  may,  from 
time  to  time,  give  and  grant  licenses,  under  his  hand  and  the 
seal  of  the  Corporation,  to  such  persons  as  shall  apply  for  the 
same,  to  use,  exercise  and  carry  on  the  trade  or  business  of  a 
pawnbroker,  which  said  licenses  shall  continue  in  force  until 
the  first  day  of  the  month  of  January  following,  (unless  sooner 
revoked  by  the  Mayor,  which  he  is  hereby  authorized  to  do, 
on  legal  conviction  of  a  violation  of  any  of  the  provisions  of  this 
ordinance,)  and  no  longer;  and  each  person  to  whom  such 
license  shall  be  given  shall  pay  therefor,  to  the  City  Trea- 
surer, the  sum  of  two  hundred  dollars  ;  but  no  such  license 
shall  authorize  the  opening  of  more  than  one  place  for  the 
transaction  of  the  business  aforesaid,  and  that  no  person  shall 
be  licensed  who  has  been  convicted  of  receiving  stolen 
goods. 

Sect.  2.  Every  person  who  shall  be  licensed  as  aforesaid 
shall,  at  the  time  of  receiving  the  said  license,  enter,  with  suf- 


ficienl  freehold  surety  or  sureties,  to  be  approved  by  the  Mayor, 
into  a  joint  and  several  bond,  in  the  sum  of  one  thousand  dol- 
lars, conditioned  for  the  faithful  observance  of  this  ordinance, 
and  such  further  ordinances  as  may  be  enacted  by  the  Coun- 
cils of  the  City  of  Philadel[)hia  in  the  premises,  and  of  the  laws 
of  the  Commonwealth  relating  thereto;  which  said  bond  shall 
be  held  by  the  City  of  Philadelphia  in  trust  for  the  use  of 
every  person  who  may  be  aggrieved  by  the  violation  thereof. 
And  every  pawnbroker  so  applying  for  a  license,  shall  first 
effect  an  insurance  against  fire  for  $o,000,  on  goods  pawned, 
the  policy  f)r  \vhi(;h  shall  be  deposited  with  his  bond,  before 
the  said  license  is  given  to  him. 

Sf.uT.  3.  No  person  shall  use,  exercise  or  carry  on  the  trade 
or  business  of  a  pawnbroker  within  the  City,  without  having 
first  obtained  such  license  as  aforesaid,  or  after  the  revoca- 
tion thereof,  under  the  penally  of  one  thousand  dollars  for  each 
and  every  offence. 

Sf.ct.  4.  No  person  so  licensed  as  aforesaid,  shall  keep  his 
office  open  for  the  transaction  of  business  on  any  day  in  the 
week,  before  sunrise  or  after  seven  o'clock  in  the  evening, 
except  on  Saturday  evening,  when  said  office  shall  not  be 
kept  open  after  ten  o'clock,  under  penalty  of  fifiy  dollars  for 
each  and  every  offence. 

Sect.  5.  Every  pawnbroker  shall  keep  a  book,  to  be  called 
book  No  1,  in  which  shall  be  fairly  written,  at  the  time  of 
each  loan,  an  accurate  account  and  description  of  the  goods, 
articles  or  things  pawned,  the  sum  loaned  thereon,  the  date  of 
the  loan,  and  the  name  and  residence  of  the  person  pawning 
or  pledging  the  said  goods,  aiticles  or  thing,  which  entry  shall 
be  regularly  numbered  ;  and  the  said  pawnbroker  shall  deliver 
to  the  saiti  person  pawning  or  pledging  the  said  goods,  articles 
or  thing,  a  ceitificate,  duplicate  or  note,  signed  by  him,  and 
numbered  to  correspond  with  his  said  book,  and  which  shall 
contain  the  substance  of  said  entry  ;  and  every  pawnbroker 
who  shall  neglect  to  make  such  entry,  and  deliver  such  certifi- 
cate, duplicate  or  note,  shall  forfeit  and  pay  the  sum  of  fifty  dol- 
lars for  each  and  every  neglect. 

Sect.  6.  Every  such  pawnbroker  shall  keep  a  book,  to  be 
called  book  No.  2,  wherein  shall  be  fairly  written,  at  the  time 
of  each  loan,  a  full  description  of  the  goods,  articles  or   thing 


pawned,  the  rates  of  charpjes  made  thereon,  and  tie  number 
affixed  thereto  in  book  No.  1  ;  and  also,  when  a  watch  is 
pawned,  the  number  ami  name  of  the  maker  thereof,  and  all 
letters  or  marks  on  goods  or  articles  manufactured  of  gold  or 
silver,  shall  be  inserted  therein,  which  said  books,  Nos.  1  and  2, 
and  also  No.  3,  hereinafter  mentioned,  shall  be  at  .ill  times  open 
to  the  full  and  free  inspection  of  the  owners  of  the  articles,  or 
of  any  person  demanding  the  same:  Providf:d,  such  person 
shall  exhibit  an  order  to  make  such  inspection,  signed  by  the 
Mayor  of  the  City  or  Marshal  of  Police;  and  in  all  cases  wlicre 
the  description  of  gootis  on  the  said  books  is  alleged  to  corres- 
pond with  any  goods  lost,  the  article  or  tluiig  shall  be  exhibited 
when  demanded  by  the  person  auihorized  as  above  to  inspect 
said  book  ;  and  if  any  pawnbroker  shall  neglect  or  refuse  to 
?llow  such  inspection  to  be  made,  or  to  exhibit  such  article  or 
thing,  he  shall  forfeit  and  pay  the  sum  of  fifty  dollars. 

Sect.  7.  No  pawnbroker  shall  ask,  demand  or  receive  a 
greater  rate  of  interest  than  six  per  centum  per  annum  ;  and, 
in  addition  thereto,  he  is  authorized  and  permitted  to  demand 
and  receive  for  storage  and  other  necessary  expenses  a  sum  not 
exceeding  two  per  centum  per  month.  And  any  pawnbroker 
who  shall  demand  or  receive  any  higher  rate  of  interest  or 
charges  than  is  herein  provided,  shall  forfeit  and  pay  the  sum 
of  one  hundred  dollars. 

Sect.  8.  No  pawnbroker  shall  sell  any  goods,  articles  or 
thing  pawned  or  pledged,  irntil  the  same  shall  have  remained 
in  his  possession  four  months  for  dry  goods  and  clothing  of  all 
kinds,  and  eight  months  for  all  other  articles,  within  which 
times  respectively  such  goods,  articles  or  thing,  shall  be 
flelivered,  on  application  made  by  the  owner  thereof,  or  his  or 
her  legal  representative :  Provided,  such  applicant  shall  sur- 
render the  duplicate,  certificate  or  note,  and  pay  the  sum 
originally  loaned,  with  the  interest  and  charges  that  may  have 
accrued  thereon  ;  and  such  goods,  articles  or  thing,  that  shall 
remain  unredeemed  at  the  expiration  of  the  time  before  men- 
tioned, shall  be  sold  at  public  auction  in  the  City  of  Philadel- 
phia, and  not  otherwise  or  elsewhere,  after  ten  days'  notice  of 
the  time  and  place  of  sale,  and  the  kind  of  goods,  first  given 
in  two  public  newspapers  having  the  largest  circulation  in  the 
said  City.  And  the  surplus  money,  if  any,  arising  from  the 
said  sale,  after  deducting  the  amount  of  the  loan,  the  interest 
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and  charges  then  due  on  the  same,  and  the  expenses  of  the 
advtrlisenient  and  sale,  shall  be  paid  over  by  the  pawnbroker 
to  the  person  who  would  have  been  entitled  to  redeem  the 
))Iedge,  in  case  no  such  sale  had  taken  place.  And  if  any 
pawnbroker  shall  violate  any  of  the  provisions  of  this  section, 
he  shall  forfeit  and  pay  the  sum  of  fifty  dollars  for  every  such 
violation  :  Provided,  that  no  goods,  aiticles  or  things  shall  be 
ofTered  at  such  sale  of  forfeited  goods,  except  such  as  shall  have 
been  placed  bonajide  upon  pledge,  under  a  penalty  of  twenty 
dollars  for  each  and  every  article  so  sold. 

Sf.ct.  9.  Every  pawnbroker  shall  keep  a  book  to  be  called 
book  No.  3,  wherein  shall  be  enteied  the  sales  of  such  goods, 
articles  or  thing  which  shall  be  sold,  as  aforesaid,  wherein 
shall  be  marked  the  same,  with  the  date  thereof,  and  before 
each  article  shall  be  inserted  the  number  affixed  thereto  in 
book  No.  1,  before  herein  provided  for,  and  opposite  thereto 
shall  be  inserted,  the  amount  loaned  thereon,  the  charges 
thereon,  the  amount  for  which  the  same  was  sold,  and  the 
name  of  the  pawner.  And  if  any  pawnbroker  shall  violate 
any  of  the  provisions  of  this  section,  he  shall  forfeit  and  pay 
the  sum  of  fifty  dollars  for  every  such  violation. 

Sect.  10.  If  any  goods,  articles  or  thing  which  shall  be 
advertised  in  any  public  newspaper  of  the  City  of  Philadelphia, 
as  having  been  lost  or  stolen,  and  which  goods,  articles  or 
thing  shall  then  be  or  thereafter  come  into  the  possession  of 
any  pawnbroker,  he  shall,  on  actual  notice  thereof,  imniediately 
thereafter  give  information  in  wriiing,  at  the  Mayor's  office, 
that  certain  goods,  articles  or  thing,  answering  to  the  descrip- 
tion of  sai(J  advertised  goods,  articles  or  thing,  are  in  his  pos- 
session, and  shall  also  state  from  whom  the  same  were  or  was 
received,  under  the  penalty  of  fifty  dollars  for  every  such 
neglect. 

Skct.  11.  All  penalties  that  mav  be  incurred  by  reason  of 
the  violation  of  any  of  the  provisions  contained  in  any  of  the 
sections  of  this  ordinance,  shall  be  sued  for  in  tiie  corporate 
name  of  the  City  of  Philadelphia,  and  recovered  in  the  same 
manner,  and  by  the  same  proceedings  and  process,  as  the  law 
provides  for  the  recovery  of  debts  of  the  like  amount,  and  all 
such  penalties;  one-half  thereof  shall  be  for  the  use  of  the  said 
Corporation,  and  the  other  half  to  the  use  of  the  person  who 
shall  inform  and  sue  for  and  recover  the  said  sum. 
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Srct,  12.  All  ordinances  of  any  of  the  Corporations  which, 
by  an  Act  of  Assenabl}-,  cipproved  Febiuary  2,  1S54,  entitled 
''A  further  Supplement  to  an  act  entitled  '  An  Act  to  incorpo- 
rate the  City  of  Philadelphia,'"  were  consolidated  into  the 
Corporation  of  the  City  of  Philadelphia,  which  relate  to  the 
reojulation  or  licensing  of  pawnbrokers,  and  all  other  ordinances 
of  the  said  Corporations  wliich  are  inconsistent  herewith,  be  and 
the  same  are  hereby  repealed  :  ProciJed^  nothing  herein  con- 
tained shall  be  construed  to  inierfere  with  any  license  granted 
to  pawnbrokers  by  authority  of  the  said  ordinances  or  any  of 
them  ;  but  the  same  shall  be  and  remain  valid,  and  in  full 
force  until  their  expiration,  and  the  holders  thereof  shall  be 
subject  to  the  provisions  of  the  said  ordinances  until  such 
expiration,  in  the  same  manner  as  if  this  ordinance  had  never 
been  enacted.

For  salaries  of  treasurer,  agents  and  messenger,  forty-eight 
hundred  dollars^ 

For  lands  out  of  the  county,  five  thousand  dollars. 

For  permanent  improvements  to  real  estate,  two  thousand 
dollars. 

For  general  repairs  to  real  estate,  nine  thousand  six  hun- 
dred dollars. 

For  inside  painting  to  real  estate,  four  thousand  six  hun- 
dred doJlafs. 

For  outside  painting  to  real  estate,  five  thousand  dollars. 

For  paper  and  hanging  for  real  estate,  two  thousand  eight 
hundred  dollars. 

For  annuities,  eleven  hundred  dollars. 

For  miscellaneous  expenses,  nsraely :  gas,  fuel,  stationery, 
printing,  advertising  and  counsel  fees,  five  thousand  dollars. 

Skct.  2.  That  the  sum  of  one  thousand  and  eight  hundred 
dollars  be  and  the  same  is  hereby  appropriated  out  of  the 
income  o(  the  fund  appropriated  uniier  the  twenty-second  item 
of  the  will  of  Stephen  Guard  for  the  improvemc-fit  of  the  east- 
f  rn  front  of  the  City  and  Delaware  avenue,  for  the  purpose  of 
paying  the  following,  that  is  to  say: 

For  the  expense  of  lighting  the  Delaware  avenue  with  gas, 
eight  hundred  dollars. 

For  the  payment  of  the  taxes  assessed  upon  the  investments 
of  said  fund,  one  thousand   dollars. 

'  Sect.  3,  Warrants  for  the  payment  of  the  said  appropria- 
tion shall  be  drawn  and  issued  in  the  manner  and  form,  and 
with  the  requisites  set  forth  in  the  second  and  third  sections  of 
an  ordinance  approved  September  twenty-eighth,  one  thoti- 
sand  eight  hundred  and  fifty-four,  entitled  "An  Ordinance  to 
make  an  appropriation  out  of  the  residuary  portion  of  (he  Girard 
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Estate,  for  the  year  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  fifty-four, 
for  the  purposes  therein  named."

Salary  of  Governesses,  (five,)  twelve  hundred  and  fifty  dol- 
lars. 

Salary  of  Prefects,  (three,)  seventeen  hundred  and  fifty  dol- 
lars. 

Salary  of  Physicians,  (two,)  six  hundred  dollars. 

Salary  of  Dentist,  three  hundred  dollars. 

"Wages,  seven  thousand  dollars. 

Furniture  and  repairs  to  furniture,  fifteen  hundred  dollars. 

Fuel,  twenty-five  hundred  dollars. 

Gas,  fourteen  hundred  dollars. 

Incidentals,  fifteen  hundred  dollars. 

Improvement  of  grounds,  two  thousand  dollars. 
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Repairs  lo  buildings,   construcfino-  new   lavatories,  steam 
boiler  and  kitchen  range,  four  thousand  five  hundred  dollars. 

Second. — To  the  Committee  on  Instruction,  for  the  follow- 
ing, viz : 

Salary  of  the  President,  three  thousand  dollars. 

Salary  of  Instructor  of  English,  Mathematics  and  Natural 
Philosophy,  eighteen  hundred  dollars. 

Salary  of  Instructor  of  Drawing,  Writing  and  Book-keeping, 
seventeen  hundred  dollars. 

Salary  of  Instructor  of  French  and  Spanish,  twelve  hundred 
dollars. 

Salary  of  Assistant  Teacher  in  the   Principal   Department, 
fourteen  hundred  dollars. 

Salary  of  Teacher  of  English  Studies,  one  thousand  dollars. 

Salary  of  Teacher  of  Vocal  Music,  also  acting  as  Prefect, 
seven  hundred  dollars. 

Salary  of  two  Principal  Teachers   in   the   Primary  Depart- 
ment, eleven  hundred  dollars. 

Salary    of  two    First   Assistant  Teachers   in    the    Primary 
Department,  eight  hundred  dollars. 

Salary  of  two   Second  Assistant  Teachers   in  the   Primary 
Department,  six  hundred  dollars. 

School  and   Philosophical  Apparatus,  and  Cases  and   Fix- 
tures for  the  same,  five  hundred  dollars.

Fourth. — To  the  Committee  on  Admission,  for  printing  and 
stationery,  three  hundred  and  fifty  dollars. 
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Fifih. — To  the  Committee  on  Accounts,  for  the  following, 
namely:  Salary  of  Secretary,  Librarian,  Superintendent  of 
Binding  Out,  and  Messenj^er,  sixteen  hundred  and  fifty  dollars; 
printing,  advertising,  newspapers  and  stdlionery,  four  hun- 
dred and  eighty  dollars. 

Sixth. — To  the  Committee  on  Discipline  and  Discharge, 
for  the  following,  viz:  Printing,  stationery,  advertising  and 
expen>ies  of  binding  out  pupils,  two  hundred  and  fifty  dollars; 
rewards  for  merit,  three  hundred  dollars. 

Skct.  2.  Warrants  for  the  payment  of  the  said  appropria- 
tion shall  be  drawn  by  the  Treasurer  of  the  Girard  Fund  : 
Provided^  no  warrant  shall  be  drawn  until  the  Board  of  Direc- 
tors of  said  College  shall  certify  that  the  bill  for  payment 
of  which  such  wairant  is  to  issue  is  correct,  and  until  such 
bill  so  certified  is  submitted  to  the  Cr.mmittee  on  the  Girard 
Estate  for  supervision.  The  said  warrants  shall  be  in  the 
usual  form  of  warrants  for  the  payment  of  money  from  the  City 
Treasury,  and  shall  be  issued  with  the  requisites  set  forth  in 
existing  ordinances.

CHAPTER  VIII. 

A  SUPPLEMENT 

To  an  ordinance  approved  January  19^A,  one  thousand  eight 
hundred  andffty-six,  entitled  ''''An  Ordinance  to  license  and 
regulate  Paionbrokers.^^ 

Sect.  1.  The  Select  and  Common  Councils  of  the  City  of 
Philadelphia  do  ordain.  That  from  and  after  the  passage  hereof, 
the  latts  of  license  to  be  paid  by  pawnbrokers  or  others,  under 
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the  ordinance  to  which   this  is  a   supplement,  shall  be   as 
tbJiows : 

Those  persons,  the  amount  of  whose  yearly  business  is  less 
than  ten  thousand  dollars,  shall  pay  for  a  license  the  sum  of 
one  hundred  dollars  per  annum.  Those,  the  amount  of  whose 
yearly  business  is  ten  thousand  dollars,  and  less  than  twenty 
thousand  dollars,  shall  pay  for  a  license  the  sura  of  two  hun- 
dred dollars  per  annum.  Those,  the  amount  of  whose  yearly 
business  is  twenty  thousand  dollars  and  upwards,  shall  pay  for 
a  license  the  sura  of  three  hundred  dollars  per  annura.  And 
the  Mayor  shall  deraand  and  require,  from  parties  applying  for 
license  as  above,  satisfactory  assurances  of  the  amount  of  busi-  * 
ness  done  by  them  :  Provided,  that  no  license  to  carry  on  the 
business  of  a  pawnbroker  be  granted  for  a  less  sura  than  one 
hundred  dollars:  And  provided  further,  that  the  Mayor  shall 
not  grant  any  license  as  aforesaid,  unless  the  parties  applying 
for  the  same  shall  produce  satisfactory  testimonials  of  good 
character. 

Sect.  2.  In  addition  to  the  interest  of  six  per  centum  per 
annum,  pawnbrokers  are  authorized  and  permitted  to  demand 
and  receive,  for  storage  and  other  necessary  expenses,  a  sura 
not  exceeding  five  per  cent,  per  month. 

Sect.  3.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  every  person  doing  business 
as  a  pawnbroker  within  this  City,  to  place  in  a  conspicuous 
place,  in  his,  her  or  their  place  of  doing  business,  a  printed 
copy  of  this  ordinance,  and  that  to  which  it  is  a  supplement, 
to  be  furnished  by  the  Mayor  at  the  time  of  granting  the 
license. 

Sect.  4.  That  so  much  of  the  ordinance  approved  January 
19lh,  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  fifty-six,  as  conflicts 
with  this  ordinance,  be  and  the  same  is  hereby  repealed.

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CHAPTER  IX. 

AN  ORDINANCE 

Providing  for  lighting,  extinguishing,  cleansing  and  repairing 
the  Public  Lamps. 

Sect.  1,  The  Select  and  Common  Councils  of  the  City  of 
Philadelphia  do  ordain,  That  upon  the  passage  of  this  ordi- 
nance, the  Mayor  of  the  City  of  Philadelphia  shall  be  autho- 
rized and  required  to  contract,  in  accordance  with  the  pro- 
visions of  this  ordinance,  on  behalf  of  the  City  of  Philadelphia, 
with  the  Trustees  of  the  Philadelphia  Gas  Works,  for  the  term 
of  three  years,  commencing  on  the  first  day  of  January,  1856, 
for  the  lighting,  extinguishing,  cleansing  and  doing  the  neces- 
sary ordinary  repairs  for  all  the  public  lamps  now  used  or  which 
may  hereafter  be  used  during  the  continuance  of  said  contract 
— including  the  supply  of  materials  necessary  for  the  lighting 
and  repairing  of  the  same  upon  a  scale  fully  equal  to  the  pre- 
sent rate — a  price  not  exceeding  the  sum  of  thirty-eight  dollars 
and  forty-two  cents  annually  for  each  of  the  said  public  lamps, 
and  at  the  same  rates  for  any  additional  public  lamps  that  may 
be  erected  by  the  proper  authorities  during  the  continuance  of 
said  contract.  Bills  for  the  amounts  due  under  said  contract 
shall  be  presented  and  paid  monthly  as  hereinafter  provided. 

Sect.  2.  To  carry  this  ordinance  into  effect,  the  sura  of  two 
hundred  and  twenty-five  thousand  dollars  are  hereby  appro- 
priated for  the  year  1856,  and  there  shall  be  in  the  month  of 
January  of  each  year,  during  the  continuance  of  this  contract, 
a  sufficient  appropriation  made  to  carry  out  all  the  provisions 
thereof 

Sect.  3.  Upon  the  presentation  of  their  bills,  under  the 
contract  herein  authorized,  each  month,  by  the  said  Trustees  to 
the  Mayor  of  the  City,  he  shall  forthwith  be  required  to  draw 
his  warrant  on  the  Treasurer  of  the  City  in  favor  of  the  said 
Trustees  for  the  payment  of  the  same  :  Provided,  the  correct- 
ness of  the  said  bills  is  duly  certified  by  the  Committee  on  Gas. 

Sect.  4.  Monthly  statements  of  the  number  of  public  lamps 
in  use,  and  of  the  time  of  introduction  of  all  new  lamps, 
are  hereby  required  to  be  furnished  by  the  Trustees  of  the  said 
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Gas  Works  fo  the  Committee  on  Gas,  which  committee  shall 
examine  said  statements  and  report  thereon  to  Councils. 

Sect.  5.  Ordinances  and  resolutions,  or  parts  thereof,  incon- 
sistent with  or  supplied  by  this  ordinance,  are  hereby  repealed.

CHAPTER  XII. 

AN  ORDINANCE 

To  make  an  appropriation  out  of  certain   Trust  Funds,  to  the 
Superinteyident  of  Trusts^  for  the  purposes  therein  named. 

Sect.  1.  The  Select  and  Common  Councils  of  the  City  of 
Philadelphia  do  ordain,  That  the  sums  hereafter  mentioned  be 
and  the  same  are  hereby  appropriated  to  the  Superintendent  of 
Trusts,  for  the  purposes  following,  that  is  to  say: 

The  sum  of  ninety-five  dollars,  being  the  bequest  of  the  late 
John  Angue  for  the  use  of  the  Wills'  Hospital,  to  invest  in  City 
loan,  in  trust  for  the  use  of  said  Hospital. 

The  sum  of  seven  hundred  and  forty-two  dollars,  out  of  the 
income  of  John  Scott's  legacy  of  $4,000,  to  invest  seven  hun- 
dred dollars  thereof,  being  unemployed  income  in  the  afore- 
said loan,  and  to  employ  forty-two  dollars  thereof  in  the  pay- 
ment of  bills  incurred  for  advertising. 

The  sum  of  five  hundred  and  forty  dollars,  out  of  the  income 
of  Dr.  Benjamin  Franklin's  legacy,  to  invest  five  hundred  dol- 
lars thereof,  being  unemployed  income  in  the  aforesaid  loan, 
and  the  sum  often  dollars  to  pay  for  advertising,  and  the  sum 
of  thirty  dollars  for  incidental  expenses  incurred  in  the  manage- 
ment of  the  said  trust  of  said  legacy. 
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The  sum  of  six  hundred  dollars,  the  income  of  the  bequest 
of  the  late  Stephen  Girard  to  "The  Corporation  of  the  Public 
Schools  for  the  City  and  County  of  Philadelphia,"  in  trust  for 
the  use  of  the  Schools  in  the  First  Section  of  the  First  School 
District  of  Pennsylvania,  to  pay  the  same  in  equal  portions  for 
the  use  of  the  Public  Schools  in  the  Fifth,  Sixth,  Seventh, 
Eighth,  Ninth  and  Tenth  Wards,  the  said  wards  constituting 
what  was  at  the  time  of  the  said  bequest  the  First  Section  of 
the  First  School   District  aforesaid. 

The  sum  of  twelve  dollars,  the  income  of  the  devise  of  John 
Scottin  to  "  The  Corporation  of  the  Mayor,  Aldermen  and 
Citizens  of  Philadelphia,"  in  trust,  to  distribute  bread  to  the 
value  of  said  income  to  the  poor  of  the  said  City  and  the  Dis- 
trict of  Southwark,  to  distribute  bread,  to  the  value  of  the 
same,  to  the  poor,  agreeably  to  the  direction  of  the  said  devisor. 

The  sum  of  five  hundred  dollars,  the  income  of  the  devise 
of  Paul  Beck,  to  "  The  Mayor,  Aldermen  and  Citizens  of  Phi- 
ladelphia," for  supplying  the  poor  with  soup,  to  pay  the  same, 
in  two  equal  parts,  to  the  Western  Soup  Society,  and  the 
Society  for  Supplying  the  Poor  with  Soup. 

The  sum  of  two  hundred  and  eighty-nine  dollars,  out  of  the 
income  of  the  fund  bequeathed  by  the  late  Stephen  Girard  to 
"  The  Corporation  of  the  Mayor,  Aldermen  and  Citizens  of 
Philadelphia,"  for  the  purpose  of  purchasing  and  distributing 
fuel  to  the  poor,  for  the  purpose  of  paying  the  expense  of  dis- 
tributing such  fuel  in  the  month  of  January,  1856. 

The  sura  of  four  hundred  and  seventy-two  dollars  and  thirty 
cents,  out  of  the  income  of  the  fund  bequeathed  by  Elizabeth 
Kirkpatrick  and  John  Bleakley,  and  the  trust  created  by  the 
First  Lodge  of  Free  Masons,  to  apply  the  same  to  pay  the 
cost  of  purchasing  and  distributing  fuel  among  the  poor, 
according  to  the  direction  of  the  devisors  and  donors  aforesaid. 

The  sum  of  two  hundred  and  twenty-five  dollars,  out  of  the 
income  of  the  trust  created  by  the  Act  of  Assembly,  approved 
March  16,  1848,  for  supplying  the  poor  residing  within  the 
limits  of  the  late  District  of  Spring  Garden,  east  of  Broad 
street,  with  fuel,  to  apply  the  same  to  the  payment  of  the  cost 
of  and  the  delivery  of  fuel  agreeably  to  the  terms  of  said  trust. 

The  sum  of  four  hundred  and  twelve  dollars  and  fifty-six 
cents,  out  of  the  income  of  the  Franklin  and  Scott  Legacies 
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and  the  devise  of  Thomas  D.  Grover,  for  the  purpose  of  pay- 
ing the  following  expenses  incurred  and  (o  be  incurred  by  the 
said  Superintendent  in  his  care  and  management  of  the  trusts 
in  his  charge ;  the  sum  which  each  of  the  said  legacies  and 
devises  are  to  contribute  towards  the  said  appropriation  to  be 
fixed  by  the  said  Superintendent,  that  is  to  say :  Salary  of 
Superintendent,  one  hundred  and  fifty  dollars;  printing  annual 
report  in  pamphlet  form,  blank  books  and  order  books,  one 
hundred  and  fifty  dollars;  stationery,  eighty-six  dollars  and 
fifty-six  cents  ;  incidental  expenses,  twenty-five  dollars.

AN  ORDINANCE 

To  authorize  a  Loan  to  pay  certain  instalments  on  the  subscrip- 
tion to  the  Capital  Stock  of  the  Sunbury  and  Erie  Railroad 
Company. 

Sect.  1.  The  Select  and  Common  Councils  of  the  City  of 
Philadelphia  do  ordain,  That  the  Mayor  of  the  City  be  and  he 
is  hereby  authorized  to  borrow,  at  a  rate  not  less  than  par,  on 
the  credit  of  the  City  Corporation,  at  a  rate  of  interest  not 
exceeding  six  per  centum  per  annum,  the  sum  of  one  million 
and  fifty  thousand  dollars,  for  the  purpose  of  paying  the  same 
to  the  Sunbury  and  Erie  Railroad  Company,  at  the  following 
periods,  namely  : — Three  hundred  thousand  dollars  on  the  first 
day  of  April,  1856  ;  two  hundred  and  fifty  thousand  dollars  on 
the  first  day  of  July,  1856  ;  two  hundred  and  fifty  thousand 
dollars  on  the  first  day  of  October,  1856,  and  two  hundred

and  fifty  thousand  dollars  on  the  first  day  of  January,  1S57, 
which  said  payments  are  to  be  in  full  of  the  one-half  of  the 
fourth  instalment,  and  in  full  for  the  fifth,  sixth,  seventh,  eighth, 
ninth  and  tenth  instalments  on  the  subscription  made  to  the 
capital  stock  of  the  said  Company  on  the  28th  day  of  April, 
1854,  by  the  Corporation  of  the  Mayor,  Aldermen  and  Citizens 
of  Philadelphia,  and  the  seventh,  eighth,  ninth  and  tenth 
instalments  on  the  subscription  made  to  the  said  capital  stock 
of  the  said  CorporfUion  on  the  2d  day  of  June,  1854,  and 
the  said  sum,  or  any  part  thereof,  when  borrowed  as  afore- 
said, is  hereby  appropriated  for  the  purpose  aforesaid. 

Sect.  2.  If  the  Managers  of  the  said  Railroad  Company 
consent,  the  City  Treasurer  shall  deliver  to  them  certificates  of 
City  debt,  for  the  amounts  and  at  the  times  before  mentioned, 
in  payment  of  the  said  instalments:  Provided,  that  the  same 
be  received  and  computed  at  the  market  price  of  City  loan, 
but  not  less  than  the  par  value  thereof. 

Sect.  3.  The  loan  so  to  be  made,  and  the  certificates  issued, 
shall  be  payable  and  paid  at  the  expiration  of  thirty  years  from 
the  date  of  the  said  certificates,  and  not  before,  without  the 
consent  of  the  holders  thereof;  the  said  certificates  shall  be  in 
such  sums  as  the  lenders,  or  the  said  Company,  may  require, 
but  not  for  any  fractional  part  of  one  hundred  dollars ;  the 
interest  thereon  shall  be  payable  half  yearly,  on  the  first  day  of 
January  and  July,  at  the  office  of  the  City  Treasurer.  They 
shall  be  of  the  form  and  description  set  forth  in  an  ordinance 
approved  August  7th,  1854,  entitled  "An  Ordinance  to  pro- 
vide for  the  issue  of  certificates  of  the  debt  of  the  City  of  Phi- 
ladelphia," and  shall  be  transferable  at  the  office  of  the  City 
Treasurer. 

Sect.  4.  Whenever  the  said  sum  shall  be  borrowed,  or  the 
certificates  issued,  there  shall  be,  by  force  of  this  ordinance, 
annually  appropriated  out  of  the  income  of  the  Corporation 
estates,  and  from  the  sums  raised  by  taxation,  a  sum  sufficient 
in  amount  to  pay  the  interest  on  said  loan',  and  the  further 
sum  of  three-tenths  of  one  per  centum  on  the  par  value  of  the  loan 
created  and  issued  by  virtue  hereof,  shall  be  appropriated 
quarterly  out  of  the  said  income  and  taxes,  to  a  sinking  ftind, 
which  fund  and  its  accumulations  are  hereby  specifically 
pledged  to  the  repayment  of  the  said  loan. 
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Sect.  5.  Warrants  for  the  payment  of  appropriations  hereby 
made,  shall  be  drawn  by  the  City  Treasurer,  in  the  form  and 
with  the  requisites  prescribed  in  existing  ordinances  for  the 
issuing  of  warrants  for  the  payment  of  money  by  the  City 
Treasurer:  Provided,  no  such  warrants  shall  be  issued  for  the 
payment  of  any  such  instahnent  until  Councils  shall,  by  reso- 
lution, authorize  and  direct  the  same  to  be  done.

CHAPTER  XV. 

AN  ORDINANCE 

To  provide  for  the  Auditing  of  Claims  against  the  City 
before  Warrants  are  drawn  for  the  payment  thereof,  and 
for  other  purposes. 

Sect.  1.  The  Select  and  Common  Councils  of  the  City  of 
Philadelphia  do  ordain,  That  no  department,  board  or  officer, 
which  or  who  is  or  may  be  authorized  to  issue  warrants  for  the 
payment  of  claims  against  such  department,  board  or  officer, 
for  services  rendered  or  supplies  furnished  to  or  in  the  same, 
shall  issue  any  such  warrant  until  the  bill  containing  such 
claim  shall  be  presented  by  such  department,  board  or  officer 
to  the  Controller  to  be  audited. 

Sect.  2.  Whenever  any  such  bill  is  presented  to  any  said 
department,  board  or  officer,  it  shall  be  delivered  to  the  Con- 
troller, with  a  notification  from  such  department,  board  or 
officer  of  the  item  of  the  appropriation  out  of  which  it  is  pro-

posed  to  pay  the  same;  and  the  Controller  shall  audit  the 
said  bill,  with  the  view  to  ascertain  whether  the  supplies  have 
been  furnished  or  the  services  performed,  and  the  sum  charged 
therefor  is  proper;  (and  he  shall  inquire  and  ascertain  if  any 
member  of  Councils,  member  or  officer  of  such  board,  officer 
of  any  department,  or  officer  or  agent  of  the  City  Corporation 
is  interested  in  the  sum  due  therefor,  or  is  to  receive  any  por- 
tion thereof,  or  has  received  any  commission,  consideration  or 
gratuity  relating  thereto,  and  if  any  such  party  is  so  interested, 
he  shall  refuse  to  approve  of  such  bill,  and  repoit  the  same  to 
Councils.)  And  whenever  the  Controller  has  audited  and 
approved  any  bill  so  presented  to  him,  he  shall  return  it  to 
the  proper  department,  board  or  officer,  in  order  that  a  war- 
rant may  be  drawn  therefor:  Provided,  nothing  herein  con- 
tained shall  be  construed  to  interfere  with  or  impair  the  right 
and  duty  of  the  said  Controller  to  countersign  all  warrants 
drawn  on  the  Treasurer. 

Sect.  3.  Every  such  department,  board  or  officer  shall 
furnish  to  the  Controller  weekly,  a  list  of  the  warrants  which 
shall  have  been  issued  by  such  department,  board  or  officer, 
during  the  preceding  week,  which  list  shall  contain  the  num- 
ber and  amount  of  such  warrants,  the  names  of  the  party  in 
whose  favor  the  same  were  drawn,  and  the  items  of  appropria- 
tion against  which  they  were  charged. 

Sect.  4.  That  the  City  Controller  is  hereby  required  in 
opening  books  for  the  year  1856,  for  the  accounts  of  the  Board 
of  Guardians  of  the  Poor,  the  Board  of  Health,  the  Inspectors 
of  the  County  Prison,  the  Controllers  of  the  Public  Schools, 
and  all  other  departments  of  the  City  Government,  to  open  a 
separate  and  distinct  account  for  each  specific  item  of  appro- 
priation to  said  departments  for  the  year  1856,  and  he  shall 
not  permit  a  warrant  drawn  against  one  item  to  be  charged  to 
any  other  item  of  appropriation. 

Sect.  5.  That  all  departments  ancj  officers  of  the  City 
Government  who  are  or  may  be  hereafter  authorized  by  ordi- 
nance to  draw  warrants  upon  the  City  Treasury  for  the  pay- 
ment of  salaries  in  their  respective  departments,  are  hereby 
expressly  prohibited  from  exceeding  in  or  for  any  one  month 
one-twelfth  of  the  aggregate  appropriation  made  by  Councils 
for  the  payment  of  such  salaries  for  the  fiscal  year,  and  the 
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City  Controller  is  hereby  required  to  withhokl  his  signature 
from  all  warrants  drawn  in  violation  of  the  provisions  of  this 
ordinance.

Sect.  1.  The  Select  and  Common  Councils  of  the  City  of 
Philadelphia  do  ordain,  That  the  Commissioner  of  City  Pro- 
perty be  and  he  is  hereby  authorized  to  sell  at  public  auction, 
after  twenty  days'  notice  in  two  daily  newspapers,  that  cer- 
tain lot  of  ground  in  the  Fifteenth  Ward,  situate  between 
Coates  street.  Nineteenth  street.  Twentieth  street,  and  ground 
belonging  to  William  Shaffer,  but  which  is  intersected  by 
Wallace  street  and  North  street,  and  whereon  is  the  Hospital

If  otherwise,  as  follows:  five 
per  cent  of  the  principal  sum  of  the  price  per  foot  in  cash,  and 
the  remainder  at  annual  ground  rents  the  rents  to  commence  when 
the  purchaser  is  placed  in  possession  of  the  property :  Provided^ 
that  no  such  possession  shall  be  given  so  as  to  interfere  with 
the  occupation  by  the  Board  of  Health  of  the  building  on  said 
Jot,  until  so  much  of  the  new  building  as  may  be  necessary  for 
their  purposes  shall  be  ready  for  occupancy.  The  rents  are  to 
be  redeemable  at  the  option  of  the  tenant,  on  payment  of  the 
principal  thereof,  and  all  arrears.  All  taxes  on  the  rent  are  to 
be  paid  by  the  tenant,  and  each  ground  rent  deed  shall  contain 
a  covenant  on  the  part  of  the  purchaser  to  erect  on  his  lot, 
within  one  year  from  the  time  he  is  placed  in  possession,  a 
building  of  sufficient  value  to  secure  the  rent.

CHAPTER  XXI. 

A  SUPPLEMENT 

To  an  ordinance  approved  January  thirtieth,  eighteen  hundred 
and  fifty-five,  entitled  "  An  Ordinance  to  reorganize  the 
Fire  Department  of  the  City  of  Philadelphia.'''' 

Sect.  1.  The  Select  and  Common  Councils  of  the  City  of 
Philadelphia  do  ordain.  That  the  Board  of  Directors  of  the 
Fire  Department  shall,  at  their  stated  meeting  in  Auojust,  1856, 
and  at  the  same  time  in  every  second  year  thereafter,  make 
general  nominations  for  a  Chief  Engineer  of  the  said  depart- 
ment, and  shall  cause  a  list  of  the  nominations  thus  made  to  be 
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forwarded  immediately  to  each  company  represented  in  the 
said  Board;  and  each  of  said  companies  shall,  at  a  meeting 
thereof,  respectively,  to  be  held  on  the  second  Monday  in  Sep- 
tember following,  vole  for  a  Chief  Engineer  from  ihe  nomina- 
tions thus  made  and  furnished  ;  and  the  President  and  Secretary 
of  said  companies,  respectively,  shall  make  out  a  certificate 
under  their  hands  and  seals,  setting  forth  the  name  of  the 
person  receiving  the  highest  vote  in  such  company  for  Chief 
Engineer,  which  certificate  they  shall  seal  up  and  forward  to 
the  Board  of  Directors,  at  their  meeting  to  be  held  on  the 
Tuesday  evening  following,  at  eight  o'clock  ;  and  the  certifi- 
cates thus  received  by  the  said  Board  shall  be  opened  by  the 
President  thereof  and  read  aloud  ;  and  the  person  having  the 
highest  number  of  companies,  shall  be  nominated  to  the 
Select  Council  for  Chief  Engineer,  and  if  confirmed  by  the 
said  Council,  he  shall  be  the  Chief  Engineer  of  the  Fire 
Department  until  his  successor  be  duly  appointed.  That 
should  any  vacancy  occur  by  death  or  rejection  of  any  nominee, 
or  otherwise,  said  vacancy  shall  be  filled  in  the  manner  herein- 
before provided  ;  or  should  the  Board  of  Directors  of  the  Fire 
Department  and  the  Fire  Companies  neglect  or  refuse  to  make 
the  nominations  as  herein  provided,  and  return  the  swme  to 
Select  Council  for  confirmation  for  the  space  of  sixty  days  after 
the  time  herein  provided,  that  then  the  Select  and  Common 
Councils,  shall  in  joint  meeting,  proceed  to  elect  the  Chief  and 
Assistant  Engineers,  as  provided  by  this  ordinance. 

Sect.  2,  From  and  after  the  first  day  of  September  ensuing 
the  passage  hereof,  the  number  of  Assistant  Engineers  shall  be 
five,  one  for  each  fire  division  as  hereinafter  constituted,  in 
lieu  of  the  number  provided  in  the  ordinance  to  which  this  is 
a  supplement,  who  shall  be  elected  and  confirmed  at  the  same 
time  and  in  the  same  manner  as  is  herein  provided  for  the 
election  of  Chief  Engineer:  Provided,  that  the  companies  in 
each  fire  division  shall  elect  the  Assistant  Engineer  for  the 
division  in  which  they  are  respectively  located. 

Skct.  3.  From  and  after  the  passage  hereof,  the  City  shall 
be  divided  into  seven  Fire  Districts,  to  be  numbered  respec- 
tively, the  first,  second,  third,  fourth,  fifth,  sixth  and  seventh 
districts. 

The  first,  second  and  third  districts  shall  be  and   remain  as 
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the  sarae  are  defined  and  described  in  the  ordinance  towhich 
this  is  a  supplement. 

The  fourth  district  shall  conoprise  all  the  territory  in  the  said 
City  lying  between  Callowhill  street  on  the  south  and  Alle- 
gheny avenue  on  the  north,  and  between  the  Delaware  and 
Schuylkill  rivers. 

The  fifth  district  shall  comprise  all  the  territory  in  the  said 
City  lying  north  of  Allegheny  avenue  and  between  the  liver 
Delaware  and  Broad  street. 

The  sixth  district  shall  comprise  all  the  said  territory  north 
of  Allegheny  avenue  and  west  of  Broad  street. 

The  seventh  district  shall  comprise  that  portion  of  the  City 
which  is  west  of  the  river  Schuylkill. 

Sect.  4.  From  and  after  the  first  day  of  September  next, 
the  said  districts  shall  be  formed  into  divisions,  as  follows: 
the  first  and  second  districts  shall  constitute  the  first  division  ; 
the  third  and  fourth  districts  the  second  ;  the  fifth  district  the 
third;  the  sixth  district  the  fourth,  and  the  seventh  district  the 
fifth.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  each  Assistant  Engineer  to 
attend  all  fires  occurring  in  his  division,  and  in  case  of  the 
companies  located  in  his  division  being  called  info  another 
division,  he  shall  accompany  them,  and  assist  the  Chief  Engi- 
neer in  the  performance  of  his  duties. 

Sect.  5.  The  several  fire  companies  located  in  the  first  dis- 
trict shall  only  aid  and  assist  in  the  extinguishment  of  such 
fires  as  may  occur  in  the  first,  second  and  third  districts.  The 
companies  located  in  the  second  district  shall  only  aid  and 
assist  at  such  fires  as  may  occur  in  the  first,  second,  third  and 
seventh  districts.  Those  located  in  the  third  district  shall 
only  aid  and  assist  at  such  fires  as  may  occur  in  the  second, 
third,  fourth  and  seventh  districts.  The  companies  in  the 
fourth  district  shall  only  aid  and  assist  at  such  fires  as  may 
occur  in  the  third,  fourth,  fifth  and  seventh  districts.  Those 
in  the  fifth  district  shall  only  aid  and  assist  at  such  fires  as  may 
occur  in  the  fourth,  fifth  and  sixth  districts.  Those  in  the 
sixth  district  shall  only  aid  and  assist  at  such  fires  as  may  occur 
in  the  fourth,  fifth  and  sixth  districts.  Those  in  the  seventh 
district  shall  only  aid  and  assist  at  such  fires  as  may  occur  in  the 
second,  third,  fourth  and  seventh  districts.  None  of  the  said 
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companies  shall  pass  into  any  other  fire  district  than  such  as 
are  herein  specified,  except  upon  the  requisition  of  the  Chief 
or  Assistant  Engineer  of  the  division  wherein  a  fire  raay  occur. 

Sect.  6.  That  each  hose  company  shall  be  required  to  carry 
at  least  eight  hundred  feet  of  serviceable  hose.  No  fire  com- 
pany shall  receive  any  appropriation  from  the  City,  unless  its 
apparatus  is  in  perfect  condition,  and  has  performed  or  been 
prepared  to  perform  active  service  for  at  least  nine  months  in 
each  year. 

Sect.  7.  The  number  of  active  members  of  the  several  fire 
companies  shall  be  as  follows,  namely:  hose  and  hook  and 
ladder  companies  not  to  exceed  thirty,  and  engine  companies 
fifty  :  Provided,  that  any  company  having  a  first  class  engine 
or  a  combined  apparatus  may  have  an  additional  number  of 
members,  but  in  no  case  shall  the  whole  number  exceed  seven- 
ty-five :  Jind  provided  further,  that  nothing  herein  contained 
shall  be  construed  to  relate  or  refer  to  contributing  or  honorary 
members,  or  be  held  to  impair  or  interfere  with  any  privileges 
which,  as  such  members,  they  are  entitled  to  enjoy  by  the  laws 
of  the  companies  of  which  they  are  members  aforesaid. 

Sect.  8.  Whenever  complaint  is  made  to  Councils  of  any 
fire  company,  as  described  in  the  ordinance  to  which  this  is  a 
supplement,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Chief  Engineer  to  sus- 
pend such  company  from  active  service  until  Councils  shall 
adjudicate  upon  such  complaint,  as  provided  in  the  said  ordi- 
nance. 

Sect.  9.  The  list  of  members  of  fire  companies,  which  the 
secretaries  thereof  are  required  by  the  ordinance  to  which  this 
is  a  supplement  to  furnish  annually  to  the  Secretary  of  the 
Chief  Engineer,  shall  be  signed  by  the  President  of  such  com- 
pany and  have  the  seal  thereof  attached  thereto,  without  other 
or  further  verification. 

Sect.  10.  That  on  and  after  the  first  day  of  September 
next,  the  Chief  Engineer  shall  receive  an  annual  salary  of 
twelve  hundred  dollars,  and  the  Assistant  Engineers  shall 
receive  an  annual  salary  of  four  hundred  dollars  each. 

Sect.  11.  Any  company  that  may  be  found  guilty  under 
the  provisions  of  the  twentieth  section  of  the  ordinance  to 
which  this  is  a  supplement,  may  be  suspended  from  service  for 
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such  time  as  Councils  may  determine,  or  be  dismissed  from  the 
Department. 

Sect.  12.  That  all  fines  and  penalties  collected  by  the 
Board  of  Directors  from  any  company  or  companies,  for  dis- 
obedience of,  or  resistance  to  the  rules  and  regulations  adopted 
by  the  said  board,  shall  be  paid  over  to  the  Treasurer  of  the 
"  Association  for  the  Relief  of  Disabled  Firemen." 

Sect.  13.  That  the  power  and  authority  conferred  upon 
the  Chief  Engineer  by  the  ordinance  to  which  this  is  a  supple- 
ment, to  inquire  into  the  origin  of  fires,  and  to  collect  the 
information  therein  directed,  be  and  is  hereby  also  conferred 
upon  the  Secretary  under  the  direction  of  the  Chief  Engineer. 

Sect.  14.  That  in  the  elections  herein  provided  for,  no 
person  shall  be  entitled  to  vote  in  any  company  unless  he  has 
been  a  member  thereof,  at  least  two  months  prior  to  such 
election. 

Sect.  15.  That  the  salary  of  the  Secretary  of  the  Chief 
Engineer  of  the  Fire  Department,  shall  be  eight  hundred  dol- 
lars per  annum,  to  date  from  the  first  day  of  January,  1856. 

Sect.  16.  That  the  Chief  Engineer  and  Assistants  shall  be 
required,  in  making  their  quarterly  statements  to  Councils,  to 
accompany  it  by  an  oath  or  affirmation,  setting  forth  the  num- 
ber, and  at  which  of  said  fires  the  Chief  and  Assistants  were 
respectively  in  attendance,  and  the  causes  of  absence  therefrom, 
if  any. 

Sect.  17.  So  much  of  the  ordinance  to  which  this  is  a  sup- 
plement, as  is  inconsistent  herewith,  be  and  the  same  is  hereby 
repealed.

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CHAPTER  XXII. 

AN  ORDINANCE 

To  levy  and  fix  the  rate  of  Taxes  for  the  year  eighteen  hun- 
dred and  fifty-six. 

Sect.  1.  The  Select  and  Common  Councils  of  the  City  of 
Philadelphia  do  ordain,  That  the  City  Commissioners  be  and 
they  are  hereby  authorized  and  required  forthwith  to  levy  on 
the  real  estate,  furniture,  horses,  and  cows,  and  carriages, 
returned  by  the  Assessors  at  the  assessment  made  in  the  year 
eighteen  hundred  and  fifty-five,  and  situate  or  assessed  within 
the  following  portions  of  the  City  of  Philadelphia,  that  is  to 
say : — The  First,  Second  and  Seventh  Divisions  of  the  Twenty- 
second  Ward ;  the  Ninth,  Tenth,  Eleventh  and  Twelfth  Divi- 
sions of  the  Twenty-third  Ward,  and  the  Fifth  and  Sixth  Divi- 
sions of  the  Twenty-first  W^ard,  the  same  being  rural  districts, 
and  which  provide  for  the  maintenance  of  their  own  poor,  a  tax 
of  one  hundred  and  thirteen  cents  in  the  hundred  dollars,  on  the 
assessed  value  thereof.  And  upon  the  before  mentioned  real 
and  personal  estate  and  property  situate  or  assessed  within  the 
following  portions  of  the  City,  that  is  to  say  : — The  First  Divi- 
sion of  the  First  Ward  ;  the  First  Division  of  the  Twenty-third 
Ward ;  the  Second  Division  of  the  Tw^enty-third  W^ard, 
except  that  portion  thereof  bounded  as  follows,  viz :  begin- 
ning at  the  junction  of  Lehigh  avenue  and  Frankford  Turn- 
pike road,  thence  along  said  turnpike  road  to  Westmoreland 
street;  thence  along  said  street  to  the  Frankford  plank  road; 
thence  along  said  plank  road  to  Lehigh  avenue,  and  along 
Lehigh  avenue  to  the  place  of  beginning.  And  so  much  of  the 
meadow  land,  in  the  Twenty-fourth  Ward  as  is  subject  to  the 
payment  of  a  bank  tax  by  virtue  of  an  Act  or  Acts  of  Assem- 
bly, the  same  being  rural  districts,  but  whose  poor  are  main- 
tained out  of  the  taxes  and  revenues  of  the  City,  a  tax  of  one 
hundred  and  twenty-six  cents  in  the  hundred  dollars,  on  the 
assessed  value  thereof.  And  upon  the  before  mentioned  real 
and  personal  estate  and  property,  situate  or  assessed  within 
the  following  portions  of  the  City,  that  is  to  say:  the  Fourth, 
Fifth,  Sixth,  Seventh  and  Eighth  Divisions  of  the  Twenty- 
hird  Ward,  and  the  Third,  Fourth,  Fifth  and  Sixth  Divisions 
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of  the  Twenty-second  Ward,  and  so  much  of  the  Second 
Division  of  the  Twenty-first  Ward  as  was  formerly  included 
in  the  Township  of  Roxborough,  the  same  not  being  rural 
districts,  but  which  provide  for  the  maintenance  of  their  own 
poor,  a  tax  of  one  huudred  and  seventy-seven  cents  in  the  hun- 
dred dollars,  on  the  assessed  value  thereof.  And  upon  the  before 
mentioned  real  and  personal  estate  and  property  situate  or 
assessed  in  all  other  parts  of  the  City  of  Philadelphia,  a  tax  of 
one  hundred  and  ninety  cents  in  the  hundred  dollars,  on  the 
assessed  value  thereof.  And  upon  every  taxable  inhabitant 
of  the  said  City  returned  by  the  Assessors  aforesaid,  the  sura 
of  twenty-five  cents. 

Sect.  2.  The  said  taxes  are  to  be  levied  for  the  year 
eighteen  hundred  and  fifty-six,  as  one  City  and  County  tax, 
and  are  hereby  voted  for  the  following  objects  respectively, 
for  the  same  period,  namely : 

For  the  relief  and  employment  of  the  poor,  the  sum  of  thir- 
teen cents  in  the  hundred  dollars,  on  the  assessed  value  of  the 
property  before  mentioned. 

For  the  public  schools,  the  sum  of  thirty-five  cents  in  the 
hundred  dollars,  on  the  assessed  value  of  the  property  afore- 
said. 

For  the  lighting  of  the  City,  the  sum  of  fifteen  cents  in  the 
hundred  dollars,  on  the  assessed  value  of  the  property  afore- 
said. 

For  the  loan  tax  to  pay  interest  on  the  funded  debt,  and 
for  the  sinking  fund,  the  sum  of  seventy-five  cents  in  the  hun- 
dred dollars  on  the  assessed  value  of  the  property  aforesaid. 

For  the  expenses  of  the  police,  the  sum  of  twenty-eight 
cents  in  the  hundred  dollars,  on  the  assessed  value  of  the  pro- 
perty aforesaid. 

For  the  care  of  the  public  highways,  the  sum  of  twenty-four 
cents  in  the  hundred  dollars  on  the  assessed  value  of  the  pro- 
perty aforesaid. 

And  the  said  amounts  are  hereby  declared  to  be  appropria- 
ted for  the  said  objects,  but  subject  to  the  further  direction  of 
Councils. 

Sect.  3.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Receiver  of  Taxes  to 
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cause  to  be  printed  on  the  tax  bills  the  rates  of  taxes  voted 
for  the  objects  hereinbefore  mentioned.

CHAPTER   XXni. 

AN  ORDINANCE 

To  make  an  appropriation  to  the  City  Commissioners  for  the 
public  service^  for  the  year  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and 
fifty-six,  and  to  pay  certain  expenses  incurred  in  the  year  one 
thousand  eight  hundred  and  fifty-five. 

Sect.  1.  The  Select  and  Common  Councils  of  the  City  of 
Philadelphia  do  ordain,  That  the  sum  of  one  hundred  and 
eighty-five  thousand  eight  hundred  and  forty-two  dollars  be 
and  the  same  is  hereby  appropriated  to  the  City  Commission- 
ers to  defray  the  expenses  of  the  public  service,  in  the  parti- 
culars hereinafter  mentioned ;  and  the  said  appropriation  shall 
be  applied  to  the  said  particulars  and  to  no  other,  and  for  no 
greater  amount  for  any  of  them  than  herein  set  forth,  that  is 
to  say : 

For  the  expenses  of  the  civil  courts,  twenty-seven  thousand 
dollars. 

For  the  expenses  of  the  criminal  courts,  thirty- two  thousand 
dollars. 

For  fuel  for  the  courts  and  county  offices,  one  thousand 
dollars. 

For  repairs  to  court  houses  and  county  offices,  one  thousand 
dollars. 
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For  preparing  tax  duplicates  and  index,  six  thousand  dol- 
lars. 

For  assessments  for  eighteen  hundred  and  fifty-seven,  inclu- 
ding Assessors'  salaries,  books  and  indexing,  eighteen  thousand 
dollars. 

For  septennial  enumeration  of  taxables,  five  thousand  one 
hundred  and  fifty  dollars. 

For  elections  in  May,  October  and  November,  forty  thou- 
sand dollars. 

For  books  for  the  Register  of  Wills  and  Recorder  of  Deeds, 
one  thousand  dollars. 

For  fees  to  the  Coroner,  five  thousand  dollars. 

For  fees  to  the  Sheriff,  four  thousand  dollars. 

For  road  jurors,  one  thousand  dollars. 

For  expenses  attending  the  arrest  of  fugitives  from  justice, 
six  hundred  dollars. 

For  pay  of  the  Auditor  appointed  by  the  Court  of  Common 
Pleas,  to  audit  the  accounts  of  county  officers,  two  hundred 
dollars.

CHAPTER  L. 

AN  ORDINANCE 

To  make  an  appropriation  to  the  Department  of  Highways, 
Bridges,  Sewers  and  Cleansing  the  City,  for  the  service  of 
the  year  eighteen  hundred  and  fifty-six,  and  to  pay  certain 
claims  against  the  Department  originating  in  the  year 
eighteen  hundred  and  fifty-five,  and  previous. 

Sect.  1.  The  Select  and  Common  Councils  of  the  City  of 
Philadelphia  do  ordain,  That  the  sum  of  three  hundred  and 
sixty  thousand  five  hundred  dollars  be  and  the  same  is  hereby 
appropriated  to  the  Department  of  Highways,  Bridges, 
Sewers  and  Cleansing  the  City,  for  the  service  of  the  City 
in  the  said  department  for  the  year  eighteen  hundred  and 
fifty-six ;  the  said  appropriation  to  be  applied  to  the  follow- 
ing objects,  that  is  to  say : 

For  paving  of  the  intersections  of  streets,  twenty-five  thou- 
sand dollars. 
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For  repairing:  and  repaying  streets,  and  paving  over  gas 
and  water  pipes,  ninety  thousand  dollars. 

For  grading  streets,  thirty  thousand  dollars. 

For  repairing  roads,  thirty-five  thousand  dollars. 

For  paving  footways,  five  thousand  dollars. 

For  repairs  to  culverts  and  inlets,  fifteen  thousand  dollars. 

For  repairing  bridges,  fifteen  thousand  dollars. 

For  cleansing  streets  and  markets,  seventy  thousand  dol- 
lars. 

For  cleansing  and  repairing  unpaved  streets,  ten  thousand 
dollars. 

For  repairs  and  labor  on  City  railroad,  six  thousand 
dollars. 

For  wells  and  pumps,  twenty-five  hundred  dollars. 

For  salaries  of  ofiScers  in  the  department,  twenty-seven 
thousand  dollars. 

For  completing  contracts  on  Girard  avenue,  in  the  Twenty- 
fourth  Ward,  ten  thousand  dollars:  Provided^  that  the  parties 
holding  said  contracts  shall  abandon  them,  and  accept  the  same 
in  full  of  all  claims  against  the  City  by  reason  thereof:  And 
provided,  that  no  more  be  paid  on  any  contract  than  for  work 
actually  done. 

For  grading  Girard  avenue,  in  the  Twentieth  Ward,  ten 
thousand  dollars. 

For  bridge  over  the  Schuylkill  at  Chestnut  street,  five  thou- 
sand dollars. 

For  printing,  stationery  and  advertising,  one  thousand  two 
hundred  dollars. 

For  insurance  on  bridges,  one  thousand  one  hundred  dol- 
lars. 

For  index  boards  for  streets,  two  hundred  dollars. 

For  expenses  of  ofiices  and  yards,  one  thousand  dollars. 

For  incidental  expenses,  one  thousand  five  hundred  dol- 
lars. 
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Sect.  2.  Nothing  herein  contained  shall  authorize  the  said 
department  or  the  officers  thereof,  to  pave,  repave  or  grade  any 
street,  or  build  or  construct  any  bridge  or  culvert,  or  make 
any  contract  therefor,  unless  specially  authorized  by  Councils, 
and  all  bills  and  estimates  for  work  done  in  the  construction  of 
culverts  or  bridges,  shall  be  approved  by  the  Chief  Engineer 
and  Surveyor,  before  any  payment  be  made  by  the  City,  and 
that  all  contracts  relating  to  the  same  shall  be  examined  and 
certified  to  be  correct  by  the  Chief  Engineer  and  Surveyor, 
before  being  executed. 

Sect.  3,  That  the  sum  of  thirteen  thousand  three  hundred 
and  thirty-nine  dollars  be  and  the  same  is  hereby  appropriated 
to  the  said  department,  to  pay  debts  contracted  for  the  follow- 
ing purposes,  during  the  year  1855,  namely : 

For  paving,  sixty-two  dollars  and  forty-five  cents. 

For  repairing  streets  and  roads,  seven  hundred  and  fifty 
dollars. 

^  For  grading  streets  and  roads,  two  hundred  dollars. 

For  paving  footways,  fifty-four  dollars  and  seventy-eight 
cents.

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To  pay  damages  for  opening  Delaware  avenue  from  Callow- 
hill  street  to  Cohocksink  creek,  as  provided  in  an  ordinance 
approved  February  12,  1855,  thirteen  hundred  and  ninety-six 
dollars.

To  the  Northern  Liberties  Gas  Company,  for  gas  consumed 
in  the  public  lamps  in  the  Eleventh,  Twelfth,  Sixteenth, 
Seventeenth,  Eighteenth  and  Nineteenth  wards,  from  Decem- 
ber 1st,  eighteen  hundred  and  fifty-five,  to  April  1,  eighteen 
hundred  and  fiftj-six,  eight  thousand  seven  hundred  and 
seventy-seven  dollars  and  thirty-six  cents. 

To  the  Germantown  Gas  Company,  for  gas  consumed  in 
the  Twenty-second  ward  in  the  months  of  February  and 
March,  six  hundred  dollars. 
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To  the  Manayunk  Gas  Company,  for  gas  consumed  in  the 
Twenty-first  ward  in  the  month  of  March,  one  hundred  and 
eighty-six  dollars  and  twenty  cents. 

For  fluid  for  public  lamps,  one  thousand  and  six  dollars  and 
fifty-six  cents. 

For  wages  of  lamp  cleaners  and  fillers,  and  for  repairs  to 
public  lamps  for  the  month  of  March,  two  thousand  three 
hundred  and  twenty-six  dollars  and  seventy-five  cents. 

To  the  Southwark  and  Moyamensing  Gas  Company,  for  gas 
consumed  in  the  month  of  March,  seven  hundred  and  sixty 
dollars. 

Sect.  2.  Warrants  for  the  payment  of  the  said  appropriation 
shall  be  drawn  by  the  Chief  Commissioner  of  Highways,  and 
charged  to  the  appropriation  made  in  an  ordinance  approved 
February  sixteenth,  eighteen  hundred  and  fifty-six,  entitled 
"An  Ordinance  providing  for  the  lighting,  extinguishing, 
cleansing  and  repairing  the  public  lamps."

CHAPTER  LXXIV. 

AN  ORDINANCE 

Providing  for  the  care  and  management  of  the  City  Steam  Fire 
Engine,  "  Young  America.'''' 

Sfxt.  1.  The  Select  and  Common  Councils  of  the  City  of 
Philadelphia  do  ordain.  That  on  the  passage  of  this  ordinance, 
the  Chief  Engineer  shall  proceed,  under  the  provisions  hereof, 
to  equip  and  put  in  running  order  the  steam  fire  engine, 
"  Young  America." 
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Sect.  2.  The  officers  and  men  to  be  employed  in  connec- 
tion with  the  steam  fire  engine  shall  be — 

A  Chief  and  an  Assistant  Engineer,  who  shall  be  appointed 
by  the  Chief  Engineer  of  the  Fire  Department,  and  shall  hold 
their  office  until  superseded  by  others  appointed  by  virtue  of 
this  ordinance. 

Sect.  3.  The  Chief  Engineer  of  the  Fire  Department  shall 
make  such  rules  and  regulations  for  the  management  and  con- 
trol of  the  Steam  Fire  Engine  as  will  insure  its  attendance  at 
all  fires  for  which  general  alarm  is  sounded,  calling  out  the 
entire  department,  or  at  such  times  as  he  may  need  its  services, 
and  to  that  end  he  is  hereby  authorized  to  make  arrangements 
with  the  keeper  of  any  stable  most  convenient,  for  supplying 
the  necessary  horses  and  drivers  at  such  time,  to  draw  the 
apparatus  to  the  fire. 

Sect.  4.  The  Mayor,  on  the  requisition  of  the  Chief  Engi- 
neer of  the  Fire  Department,  shall  make  such  details  from  the 
police  force  as  he  may  think  necessary,  to  perform  such  duties 
as  may  be  required  by  the  Chief  Engineer. 

Sect.  5.  The  annual  salaries  of  those  employed  under  this 
ordinance  shall  be,  for — 

Chief  Engineer  of  Steam  Engine,  $800. 

Assistant  Engineer  of  Steam  Engine,  ^600. 

The  said  salaries  to  be  paid  monthly,  on  warrants  drawn  by 
the  Chief  Engineer  of  the  Fire  Department;  and  the  sum  of 
one  thousand  seven  hundred  and  sixty-five  dollars  is  hereby 
appropriated  for  that  purpose.

AN  ORDINANCE 

To  provide  for  the  sale  of  certain  real  estate  vested  in  the 
City  of  Philadelphia. 

Sect.  1.  The  Select  and  Comoion  Councils  of  the  City  of 
Philadelphia  do  ordain,  That  the  Commissioner  of  City  Pro- 
perty be  and  he  is  hereby  authorized  to  sell  at  public  auction, 
after  twenty  days'  notice  of  the  time  and  place  of  sale,  by 
advertisement  in  two  of  the  daily  papers  of  the  said 
City,  the  lots  and  pieces  or  parcels  of  real  estate  contained  in 
the  schedule  which  is  hereto  annexed  and  made  part  of  this 
ordinance. 

Sect.  2.  The  said  lots  shall  be  sold  separately,  or  in  par- 
cels, to  the  highest  and  best  bidder,  and  for  the  highest  and 
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best  price  which  may  be  bidrlen  for  the  same.  The  considera- 
tion for  such  sale  or  sales  shall  be  cash,  or  the  six  per  cent, 
loans  of  the  said  City  ;  or,  at  the  option  of  the  purchaser, 
twenty  per  cent,  of  the  purchase  money  of  unimproved  lots 
may  be  paid  in  cash,  and  the  balance  secured  by  bond  and 
mortgage  of  the  land,  payable  in  five  years,  with  interest, 
at  the  rate  of  six  per  cent,  per  annum,  payable  semi-annu- 
ally from  the  date  of  the  deed,  with  the  usual  stipulation 
to  be  inserted  in  the  said  bond  and  mortgage,  that  in  case  of 
default  in  payment  of  interest,  the  whole  of  the  principal  shall 
forthwith  become  due  and  recoverable  by  law.

The  Select  and  Common  Councils  of  the  Citj 
of  Philadelphia  do  ordain,  That  from  and  after  the  passage 
of  this  ordinance,  it  shall  not  l)e  lawful  for  the  head  of  any 
department,  or  for  any  other  person  or  party,  to  contract  for 
work  and  labor  to  be  done  or  for  materials  to  be  furnished  to 
the  city  of  Philadelphia,  or  to  purchase  materials  or  employ 
laborers  or  others,  unless  the  authority  to  make  such  contracts, 
employ  such  labor  and  purchase  such  materials  has  been 
expressly  given  by  ordinance  or  resolution  passed  by  councils 
and  approved  by  the  Mayor,  and  under  which  the  contract 
or  other  engagement  binding  the  cit}'^  has  been  made  in  writing 
or  in  other  legal  form  of  a  specific  character;  Provided,  That 
the  provisions  of  this  section  shall  not  apply  to  any  repairs 
made  necessary  by  accident  or  other  unforeseen  emergency. 

Sect.  2.  That  immediately  after  the  approval  of  this  or- 
dinance  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  several  heads  of  depart- 
ments, and  of  all  others  persons  or  parties  claiming  to  be  enti- 
tled to  contracts  or  employment,  as  aforesaid,  to  discontinue 
any  work  or  labor  in  progress,  and  the  receipt  and  delivery 
of  any  materials  for  such  Avork  and  labor  not  expressly  author- 
ized, as  aforesaid,  to  close  the  accounts  connected  therewith 
without  delay,  and  to  report  the  several  sums  claimed  to  be 
due  and  owing  by  the  city  for  such  work,  labor  or  materials, 
which  report  shall  also  state  specifically  the  kind  and  extent  of 
work  and  lal)or  done,  and  the  quantity  and  kind  of  materials 
furnished  or  contracted  for,  and  the  prices  thereof;  and  also, 
whether  any,  and  if  any,  what  puljlic  exigency  requires  that 
such  work  should  be  again  undertaken,  prosecuted  and  com- 
pleted.

Resolved,  That  the  City  Controller  lie  and  he  is  hereby 
directed  to  withold  his  approval  from  all  warrants  drawn  for 
supplies  or  materials  of  any  description  which  have  been 
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delivered  to  the  City  Cominir^sionei-s  and  ITialnvny  Depart- 
ments since  the  passage  of  the  ordinance  referred  to.  except 
where  the  same  has  been  done  under  a  contract  directed  by 
ordinance  or  resolution  of  Councils.

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Commissioner  of  City 
Property,  under  the  direction  and  supervision  of  a  Joint 
Special  Committee  of  six  members  from  each  chamber,  to 
make  out  and  prepare  a  list  of  the  price  or  value  of  each  lot, 
piece  or  parcel,  embraced  in  the  schedule  of  the  aforesaid 
ordinance,  and  report  the  same  to  Councils. 
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Sect.  3.  The  Commissioners  of  City  Property  shall  ad- 
yertise  and  sell  at  public  sale  only  such  lots,  pieces  or  parcels, 
and  in  such  quantities  as  the  Joint  Special  Committee  afore- 
said may  direct  and  authorize,  Provided  no  lot,  or  parcel, 
shall  be  sold  for  a  less  sum  than  that  attaclicd  to  it,  agree- 
ably to  the  second  section  of  this  supj^lcment.

CHAPTER    XCVIII. 

AN   ORDINANCE 

Supplementary  to  "  An  Ordinance  to  authorize  the  construc- 
tion of  certain  Buildings  icithin  the  walls  of  the  Girard 
College  grounds,  for  the  accommodation  and  use  o)  the  Pri- 
mary Department  of  the  Girard  College,  and  to  make  an 
appropriation  in  part  payment  of  the  expenses  thereof,^^ 
p.issed  November  2dth,  1855. 

Section  1.  The  Select  and  Common  Councils  of  the  City 
of  Philadelphia  do  ordain.  That  the  Board  of  Directors  of 
the  Girard  College  for  Orphans  be  and  they  are  hereby  au- 
thorized to  cause  to  be  erected,  within  the  walls  of  the  said 
College  Grounds,  a  building  suitable  for  an  Infirmary,  and 
also  to  make  such  alterations  in  the  main  College  building, 
not  inconsistent  Avith  the  provisions  of  the  Will  of  Stephen 
Girard,  as  will  better  adapt  it  to  the  purposes  of  instruction, 
and  such  alterations  to  the  other  buildings  within  said  walls 
as  said  Board  may  deem  necessary.  Provided,  That  it  shall 
not  be  lawful  for  said  Board  to  enter  into  any  contracts  or  in- 
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cur  any  obligations  or  expenses  cxcecdino;  the  appropriations 
hereinafter  mentioned  :  And  provided  further,  That  said 
building  and  alterations  shall  not  be  commenced  until  the 
plans  and  location  thereof  are  approved  by  the  Committee 
on  the  Girard  Estates. 

Sect.  2.  The  appropriations,  amounting  to  twenty  thou- 
sand dollars,  made  by  the  second  section  of  the  ordinance  to 
which  this  is  a  supplement,  are  hereliy  transferred,  and  shall 
be  applied  to  the  purposes  mentioned  in  the  first  section  of 
this  ordinance. 

Sect.  3.  Warrants  for  the  payment  of  the  said  appropria- 
tion shall  be  drawn  in  the  manner  and  form,  and  with  the 
requisites,  and  under  the  provisions  contained  in  the  third 
section  of  the  ordinance  to  which  this  is  a  supplement. 

Sect.  4  The  first  section  of  the  ordinance  to  which  this  is 
a  supplement,  together  with  all  other  provisions  of  said  ordi- 
nance hereby  altered  or  supplied,  are  hereby  repealed.

CHAPTER  XCIX. 

AN  ORDINANCE 

To  make  an  appropi'iatioii  to  pay  the  interest  on  the  Funded 
Debt  of  the  City  of  Philadelphia  falling  due  on  the  first 
day  of  July,  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  fifty-six,  and 
to  pay  the  principal  money  of  such  debt  as  ivill  become  due 
on  the  same  day. 

Section  1.  The  Select  and  Common  Councils  of  the  City  of 
Philadelphia  do  ordain.  That  the  sum  of  five  hundred  and 
twenty-five  thousand  dollars  ($525,000)  be,  and  the  same  is 
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hereby  appropriated,  to  pay  the  interest  of  the  funded  debt 
of  the  City  of  Phihidel})hia,  wliich  will  fall  due  on  the  first 
day  of  July,  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  fifty-six,  and 
the  sum  of  forty-one  thousand  three  hundred  and  sixty-eight 
dollars  and  seventy-five  cents  ($41,368  75)  to  pay  the  princi- 
pal of  such  debt  as  will  become  due  on  the  same  day. 

Sect.  2.  Warrants  for  the  payment  of  the  said  interest 
shall  be  issued  in  the  following  manner  and  form,  namely ; 
The  City  Treasurer  shall  present  to  the  Mayor  a  list  of  the 
loan-holders,  which  shall  contain  the  amount  of  the  principal 
of  the  debt  owned  by  them  respectively,  the  rate  of  and  the 
amount  of  interest  accrued,  the  amount  of  State  Tax  to  be 
deducted  and  retained,  and  the  net  sum  due  for  interest,  and 
at  the  foot  of  such  list  they  may,  or  shall  add  the  following 
warrant :

To  THE  City  Treasuree  : — 

Pay  to  the  persons  or  Corporations 
above  named  the  amounts  respectively  due  to  them  as  above 
set  forth  for  interest  on  City  debt  due.

The  said  list  and  warrant  shall  then  be  presented  to  the 
City  Controller  to  be  countersigned. 

Sect.  3.  Warrants  for  the  payment  of  appropriations  to 
pay  the  principal  of  the  funded  debt  due  on  the  first  day  of 
July,  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  fifty-six,  shall  be  drawn 
by  the  City  Treasurer,  and  the  certificates  of  such  debt  shall 
be  delivered  to  the  City  Controller  to  l)e  cancelled  and  filed 
by  him. 

Sect.  4.  This  ordinance  shall  take  effect  on  the  first  day  of 
July,  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  fifty-six.

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CHAPTER  C. 

AN  ORDINANCE 

Relativg  to  the  Supervision  of  the  Girard  Estates  and  man- 
agement  oj  the  Girard  College  for  Orj)hans. 

Section  1.  The  Select  and  Common  Councils  of  the  City  of 
Philadelphia  do  ordain,  that  for  the  purpose  of  supervisino^ 
the  Girard  Estates,  a  Committee  to  consist  of  six  members  of 
each  Council,  shall  be  appointed  by  the  respective  Presidents 
annually  on  the  org-anization  of  Councils,  who  sliall  constitute 
the  Joint  Standing  Committee  on  the  Girard  Estates,  the  first 
named  member  of  the  Select  Council  to  be  the  Chairman  of 
the  Committee.  The  said  Committee  shall,  under  the  direc- 
tion of  Councils,  supervise  the  Girard  Estates,  in  conformity 
with  the  Will  of  the  late  Stephen  Girard,  and  with  such  and 
so  much  of  any  existing  laws  or  ordinances  as  are  now  or  may 
hereafter  be  in  force,  and  report  from  time  to  time  to  Coun- 
cils, as  may  be  required.  Provided  :  That  the  present  Stand- 
ing Committee  of  the  Girard  Estates  shall  constitute  said 
Committee. 

Sect.  2.  That  the  Select  and  Common  Councils  shall,  at  a 
stated  meeting  in  June,  1856,  and  annually  thereafter  at  a 
stated  meeting  in  June,  elect  an  officer  to  be  called  the  Super- 
intendent of  the  Girard  Estates,  who  shall  enter  on  his  duties 
on  the  1st  day  of  July  following  ;  lie  shall  be  under  the 
supervision  of  the  Committee  on  the  Girard  Estates,  and  act 
as  Secretary  thereof;  he  shall  give  bond,  with  two  or  more 
sureties,  to  be  approved  by  the  Select  and  Common  Councils, 
in  the  sum  of  fifty-thousand  dollars,  conditioned  for  the  faith- 
ful performance  of  his  duties  as  the  same  ai'C  hereby,  or  shall 
be  hereafter  defined  by  the  ordinances  of  the  City  of  Phila- 
delphia, for  the  true  and  faithl'ul  settlement  of  his  accounts 
at  the  expiration  or  other  legal  tei'mination  of  his  office,  and 
for  the  delivery  to  his  successor,  when  duly  qualified,  or  to 
such  other  persons  as  Councils  may  at  any  time  direct,  of  all 
money,  vouchers,  documents,  papers,  and  other  property  ap- 
pertaining to  the  Girard  Estates,  in  his  possession. 
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Sect.  3.  He  shall  collect  all  money  arising  out  of  the  per- 
sonal estate  Ijcqueathed  to  the  Mayor,  Aldei'nicn  and  Citizens 
of  Philadelphia,  by  Stephen  Girard,  now  vested  in  this  cor- 
poration, and  receive  all  money  arisino;  out  of  the  real  estate 
so  devised  and  vested  as  aforesaid,  and  shall  pay  over  the  said 
money,  daily,  to  the  City  Treasurer,  and  furnish  at  the  same 
time,  a  written  statement  thereof  to  the  City  Controller ;  he 
shall  keep  full,  clear  and  accurate  accounts  of  all  money  re- 
ceived by  him,  and  of  all  payments  made  by  him  to  the  said 
Treasurer ;  he  shall  open  a  separate  account  for  each  distinct 
object  of  expenditure  authorized  by  Councils,  credit  each  with 
the  amount  respectively  appropriated,  and  debit  it  with  all 
warrants  drawn  against  the  same  ;  he  shall,  at  each  stated 
meeting  of  the  Committee,  present  a  statement  in  writing, 
showing  the  amounts  received  by  him  and  the  amounts  paid 
over  ;  and  he  shall,  moreover,  furnish  to  Councils,  immediately 
after  the  expiration  of  each  quarter,  an  exhibit  of  all  the  re- 
ceipts and  disbursements  of  the  fund,  and  such  other  informa- 
tion ivithin  the  scope  of  his  duties,  as  the  Committee  herein 
before  provided  for,  or  Councils  may  from  time  to  time  require. 

Sect.  4.  That  the  investments  now  standing  to  the  credit 
of  particular  trusts,  specified  in  the  Will  of  Stephen  Girard, 
shall  remain  and  continue  as  they  now  are,  unless  otherwise 
directed  by  Councils,  and  the  said  Superintendent  shall  credit 
such  trust  fund  with  all  sums  received,  and  shall  charge 
against  them  all  sums  paid  therefrom. 

Sect.  5.  That  the  Select  and  Common  Councils  shall,  at  a 
stated  meeting  in  June,  1856,  and  annually  thereafter,  at  a 
stated  meeting  in  June,  elect  an  officer  to  be  called  the  Agent 
of  the  Girard  Estates,  who  sliall  enter  on  his  duties  on  the 
first  of  July  following.  He  shall,  under  the  supervision  of 
the  Committee  on  the  Girard  Estates,  attend  to  the  letting  of 
the  real  estate,  including  the  Girard  Farms,  in  the  City  of 
Philadelphia,  and  shall  collect  the  rents  accruing  thereon,  and 
pay  daily  to  the  Superintendent  all  that  he  may  so  collect. 
He  shall,  under  the  supervision  of  the  Committee  on  the  Gi- 
rard Estates,  take  all  necessary  and  propei-  measures  for  the 
preservation  and  repairs  of  the  said  i-eal  estate  and  Girard 
Farms,  and  shall  report  annually  in  the  month  of  December, 
to  the  said  Committee,  an  estimate  of  the  amount  required  for 
repairs  during  the  coming  year,  specifying  as  far  as  possible 
23 
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the  repairs  that  may  be  required  for  each  separate  property 
and  the  estimated  cost  tliereof,  which  shall  be  revised  by  the 
said  Committee,  and  re])ortcd  to  Councils.  He  shall  give 
bond,  witli  tM'o  or  more  sureties,  to  be  approved  Ijy  the  Select 
and  Connnon  Councils,  in  the  sum  of  twenty-five  thousand  dol- 
lars, conditioned  for  the  faithful  performance  of  the  duties  of 
his  office. 

Sect.  G.  That  there  '^hall  be  an  A.oront  for  the  lands  in  Schuyl- 
kill, Columl»ia  and  adjoining  counties,  belonging  to  the  Gi- 
rard  Estates.  He  shall  be  appointed  by  the  Superintendent, 
subject  to  the  approval  of  Select  Council ;  he  shall  take 
charge  of  the  said  lands,  attend  to  their  proper  assessment  for 
the  purpose  of  taxation,  and  prevent,  as  far  as  possible,  all 
depredations  thereon,  and  discharge  such  other  duties  as  may 
be  required  of  him  in  relation  thereto.  In  all  matters  re- 
lating to  the  said  lands  he  shall  report  to  the  Superintendent. 
He  shall,  as  often  as  the  Superintendent  or  said  Committee 
shall  direct,  make  such  reports  upon  the  state  and  condition 
of  the  lands  as  they  may  require. 

Sect.  7.  Tliat  there  shall  be  a  Messenger  who  shall  be  ap- 
pointed by  the  Superintendent  of  the  Girard  Estates,  subject 
to  the  approval  of  Select  Council,  whose  duties  shall  be  de- 
fined by  the  said  Superintendent. 

Sect.  8.  That  the  persons  to  be  chosen  in  the  manner  here- 
inafter specified,  shall  constitute  a  Board  of  Directors,  whose 
duty  it  shall  he  to  superintend  the  management  of  the  Girard 
College  for  Orphans,  in  conformity  with  the  Will  of  the  late 
Stephen  Girard,  and  with  such  existing  laws  and  ordinances 
as  arc  now  in  force,  or  tliat  may  hereafter  be  enacted  in  rela- 
tion thereto;  Provided,  That  no  member  of  Councils  shall  be 
a  member  of  said  Board  of  Directors. 

Sect.  9.  That  the  Select  and  Common  Councils  shall  at  any 
stated  meeting  in  June,  1856,  elect  by  ballot  eighteen  citizens 
of  Philade]])liia,  to  be  the  Directors  of  the  Girard  College 
for  Orphans,  nine  of  whom  shall  be  elected  l)y  the  Select,  and 
nine  by  the  Common  Council ;  and  immediately  after  such 
election,  the  persons  so  elected  by  their  respective  Councils, 
shall  meet  and  divide  tliemselves,  by  lot,  into  three  classes  of 
three  from  each  Council,  the  first  class  to  serve  for  one  year, 
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the  second  to  serve  for  two  years,  and  the  third  to  serve  for 
three  years,  from  the  first  day  of  July  ensuing  their  election. 

Sect.  10.  That  at  a  stated  meeting-  in  June,  of  each  succeed- 
ing year,  the  Select  Council  and  the  Common  Council  shall 
each  elect  three  citizens  of  Philadelphia,  to  serve  as  Directors 
of  the  Girard  College  for  Orphans,  for  the  term  of  three 
years  from  the  first  day  of  July  next  ensuing,  and  to  supply 
the  place  of  those  whose  term  of  service  shall  have  ex])ired ; 
and  any  vacancy  that  may  occur  in  the  said  Board  of  Direc- 
tors arising  from  death,  i-csignation,  removal  from  the  city  or 
otherwise,  shall  he  supplied  l)y  a  special  election  ])y  the 
Council  by  which  such  member  was  elected,  to  be  held  as 
early  as  convenient  after  such  vacancy  has  occurred. 

Sect.  11.  That  the  Directors  first  chosen  shall  meet  on  the 
first  day  of  July  after  their  election,  and  shall  elect  one  of 
their  own  number  to  be  President  of  the  said  Board  of  Di- 
rectors, and  one  other  person,  not  of  their  own  number,  to  be 
Recording  Secretary  of  the  Girard  College,  who  shall  be 
removable  at  the  pleasure  of  the  Board ;  and  the  election  of 
President  shall  take  place  in  each  succeeding  year  at  the 
meeting  in  July. 

Sect.  12.  That  the  salaries  of  officers  herein  provided  for 
shall  be  as  follows  :

Sect.  13.  That  all  warrants  for  the  payment  of  bills,  sala- 
ries or  for  any  purpose  for  the  Girard  p]states  or  for  the 
Girard  College,  shall  be  drawn  by  the  Supci-intendent  of  the 
Girard  Estates,  in  the  form  and  requisites  set  forth  in  the 
second  and  third  sections  of  an  ordinance  approved  September 
28,  1854,  entitled  "An  Ordinance  to  make  an  appropi-iation 
out  of  the  income  of  the  residuar}^  portion  of  the  Girard 
Estates  for  the  year  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  fifty- 
four,  for  the  purpose  therein  named." 

Sect.  14.  That  so  much  of  any  ordinance  or  ordinances  as

AN  ORDINANCE 

Relating  to  "  Hunting  Park,'*  in  the  Tiventy-third  Ward  of 
the  City  of  Philadelphia. 

Section  1.  The  Select  and  Common  Councils  of  the  City  of 
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Pliiladclpliia  do  ordain,  That  all  that  certain  tract,  piece  or 
])arcel  of  j^round,  situate  in  tlie  Twenty-third  Ward  of  the 
City  of  Philadelphia,  commencing  at  a  point  in  the  easterly 
line  of  the  Old  York  Road,  now  called  York  Avenue,  and 
the  middle  of  Nicetown  Lane,  (formerly  thirty-three  feet 
wide,  and  now  increased  to  the  width  of  sixty  feet,  by  the 
addition  of  thirteen  feet  six  inches  on  each  side,  as  agreed 
upon  by  the  owners  of  property  on  each  side  thereof,)  thence 
along  the  middle  of  said  Niceto"rt'n  Lane  south  sixty  degrees, 
east  eighty-three  perches  and  forty-seven-hundrcdths  of  a 
perch  to  a  point,  thence  by  land  of  north 

thirty  degrees,  east  thirty-one  perches  and  seven-tenths  of  a 
perch,  to  a  corner,  thence  by  land  of  north 

twenty-seven  degrees,  five  mmutes,  west  eighty-six  perches 
and  two-tenths  of  a  perch,  to  a  corner,  thence  by  land  of  the 
said  Jacob  Steinmetz,  north  one  and  one-half  degrees,  east 
twenty-six  perches  and  eight-tenths  of  a  perch,  to  a  corner, 
thence  by  the  same,  west  Ibrty-five  perches  and  eight-tenths 
of  a  perch,  to  the  easterly  line  of  the  York  Avenue  afore- 
said, thence  along  said  easterly  line  of  said  York  Avenue, 
south  two  degrees  twenty-five  minutes,  west  eighty-nine 
perches  and  twenty-nine-hundredths  of  a  perch,  more  or  less, 
to  the  place  of  beginning ;  containing  about  forty-three  acres 
twenty-one  and  two-tenths  square  perches  of  land,  the  which 
premises  were  generously  given  to  the  City  of  Philadelphia 
by  several  of  her  citizens,  as  a  free  gift,  to  be  used  as  a  pub- 
lic Park,  free  of  access  for  all  the  inhabitants  of  the  City, 
and  for  the  health  and  enjoyment  of  the  people,  forever,  be 
and  tlie  same  is  hereby  devoted  and  dedicated  to  public  use 
as  and  for  a  Park,  and  the  said  area  of  ground  shall  be  called 
••Hunting  Park.'^ 

Sect.  2.  It  shall  not  be  lawful  for  any  person  or  persons  to 
sell  or  dispose  of  intoxicating  liquors,  or  of  merchandize  of 
any  kind  whatsoever,  within'the  boundaries  of  said  Park; 
and  if  any  person  shall  oficnd  against  the  provisions  of  this 
ordinance,  he  or  she  so  ofiending  shall  forfeit  and  pay  for 
each  oflence  the  sum  of  Twenty  Dollars,  which  penalty  shall 
be  sued  for  before  any  Alderman  of  the  City  of  Philadelphia, 
and  the  same  being  recovered,  the  informer  shall  be  entitled 
to  the  one-half  part  thereof. 

Sect.  3.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Commissioner  of  City 
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Property  to  cause  the  said  Park  to  be  laid  out  by  some  suita- 
ble and  competent  person,  who  shall  be  approved  l)y  the  joint 
Special  Committee  of  Councils  havini?  charge  of  this  subject. 
and  upon  such  plan  as  the  said  Committee  may,  in  conjunction 
with  the  Conmiittee  of  the  donors,  consent  to  and  approve ; 
the  said  Committee  shall  report  to  Councils  such  plan  and  cost 
of  same.  And  he  shall,  also,  sulrject  to  the  like  supervision 
and  approval,  cause  the  same  to  be  planted  with  suitable  and 
approjjriate  trees,  and  otherwise  prepared  for  its  future  uses. 

Sect.  4.  That  the  sum  of  Four  Thousand  Dollars  be,  and 
the  same  is  hereby,  appropriated  to  meet  the  expenses  which 
may  be  incurred  in  the  execution  of  this  ordinance — the  same 
to  be  in  lieu  of  any  previous  appropriation  to  this  purpose.

AN  ORDINANCE 

To  re-organize  the  Department  of  City  Commissioners. 

Section  1.  Tlie  Select  and  Common  Council  of  the  City  of 
Philadelphia,  do  ordain,  That  the  City  Commissioners  shall 
furnish  to  the  Assessors  on  or  before  "  the  fifteenth  day  of  May, 
in  each  year,"  the  "  books  for  Assessments"  for  their  respec- 
tive Wards,  and  require  tlic  said  Assessoi'S  to  complete  the 
assessments  "by  the  fifteenth  day  of  August  following,"  or  "for- 
I'eit  his  compensation  and  surrender  his  books  to  be  finished  by 
the  Board  of  Revision."  The  said  Assessors  shall  make 
a  just  and  pei-fect  list,  in  such  form  as  the  City  Connnissioners 
shall  direct,  of  all  the  taxable  persons  residing  in  their  re- 
spective Wards,  and  of  all  property  taxable  and  exempt  by 
law,  with  a  just  valuation  of  the  same.  "  It  shall  be  the 
duty  of  the  Assessors  to  mark  opposite  every  property  used 
for  agricultural  purposes"  the  word  "  Rural ;"  they  shall  also 
require  "  the  Assessors  of  each  Ward  to  make  out  the  alpha- 
betical list,  with  the  names,  occupations  and  residences  of  all 
the  taxables  of  each  division  of  the  Ward." 

Sect,  2.  That  the  said  Commissioners  shall,  immediately 
after  the  receipt  of  the  returns  from  the  Assessors,  in  the 
years  in  which  the  triennial  assessment  is  made,  make  out  and 
publish  in  not  more  than  two  daily  newspapers,  for  one  week, 
a  statement  in  such  form  as  will  show  the  aggregate  value 
and  assessment  made  by  each  Assessor,  upon  all  property 
taxable  for  City  or  County  purposes,  and  the  said  publication 
shall  contain  a  notice  that  the  Board  of  Revision  will  meet  on 
the  first  Monday  of  September,  for  finally  determining  whether 
any  of  the  valuations  by  the  Assessors  have  been  made  at  any 
other  than  fair  rates,  according  to  the  meaning  and  intention 
of  the  several  Acts  of  Assembly,  and  in  said  publications  in 
particular  not  herein  mentioned,  the  said  Commissioners 
shall  conform  to  the  provisions  of  existing  Act  of  Assembly. 

Sect.  3.  That  from  the  time  of  publishing  the  said  returns 
as  aforesaid,  until  the  day  api)ointed  for  determining  whether 
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any  valuation  of  the  Assessors  have  been  made  at  other  than 
a  just  rate,  any  taxable  inhabitant  shall  have  the  right  to 
examine  the  said  return  in  the  Commissioners'  Office. 

Sect.  4.  Upon  the  day  mentioned  in  the  said  pu])lication 
for  the  meeting  of  the  said  Board  of  Revision,  the  City  Com- 
missioners, tlie  City  Treasurer  and  the  Receiver  of  Taxes, 
shall  assemble  and  organize  a  Board,  of  which  the  City  Com- 
missioner holding  the  oldest  certificate  of  election,  shall  be 
the  President ;  the  members  of  said  Board  shall  each  take 
and  subscribe  before  the  President  Judge  of  the  Court  of 
Common  Pleas,  for  the  County  of  Philadelphia,  the  oath  or 
affirmation  prescribed  in  the  10th  section  of  the  Act  of 
Assembly  before  referred  to,  and  immediately  thereafter 
proceed  to  perform  all  the  duties  imposed  upon  them  by  the 
13th  section  of  the  Act  of  Assembly,  passed  February  2, 1854. 

Sect.  5.  That  when  the  whole  of  the  valuation  of  the 
assessments  shall  have  been  revised  and  equalized  according 
to  law,  and  the  City  Commissioners  shall  make  out  accurate 
transcripts  of  the  assessments  so  revised  and  equalized,  and 
transmit  the  same  to  the  respective  Assessors  of  the  Wards, 
and  the  said  Assessors  upon  the  receipt  of  such  transcript 
shall  give  written  or  printed  notice  at  least  five  days  before 
the  day  of  appeal,  to  each  taxable  inhabitant  within  their 
respective  Wards,  of  the  amount  or  sum  for  which  he  stands 
rated  or  assessed,  and  of  the  time  and  place  of  appeals.  And 
the  said  Conmiissi oners  shall  give  notice  for  one  week  in  not 
more  then  two  daily  papers,  than  the  "  County  Board  of 
Appeals"  will  meet  on  the  third  Monday  of  October,  to  hear 
appeals  liy  taxpayers  from  the  assessment  in  their  respective 
Wards,  Provided,  "That  no  change  shall  be  made  in  the  valua- 
tion of  real  estate,  in  other  than  the  triennial  year,  except  in 
case  of  destruction  by  fire  or  flood,  or  of  improvements  made, 
and  that  only  by  a  majority  of  the  Board."  And  the  City 
Commissioners  shall  make  the  returns  required  by  law  to  the 
State  Ti-easurer,  for  the  "  Board  of  Revenue  Commissioners," 
by  the  first  Wednesday  of  February  of  the  year  when  such 
Revenue  Commissioners  shall  meet  after  all  allowances  shall 
have  been  made  on  the  Appeals. 

Sect.  6.  That  at  the  time  and  place  fixed  for  the  appeal, 
the  said  "  Board  of  Appeals"  shall  attend  and  hear  all  persons 
who  may  apply  for  redress,  and  grant  such  relief  as  to  them 
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sliall  appear  just  and  reasonable.  And  after  the  ap])cals 
sliall  have  been  heard,  the  said  Board  shall  proceed  to  regu- 
late the  assessments  accordiuii:  to  the  assessments  made,  and 
transmit  the  same  to  the  Receiver  of  Taxes,  for  the  purpose  of 
preparing  the  duplicates. 

Sect.  7.  The  said  Commissioners,  after  the  receipt  of  the 
returns  of  the  Assessors,  in  each  of  the  two  jears  after  the 
triennial  assessment,  shall  cause  the  resjicctiv-e  assessors  to  give 
notice  to  the  taxable  inhal)itants,  in  like  manner  as  before  set 
forth,  as  after  the  triennial  assessment,  but  in  cases  only  where 
by  law,  property  is  assessable  for  taxation,  in  the  years  where- 
in the  triennial  assessment  is  not  made.  And  the  City  Con> 
missioners  shall  give  notice  in  like  manner  as  is  provided  in 
section  fifth,  that  at  the  time  therein  stated  the  "Board 
of  Revision"  will  attend  as  a  "  Board  of  Appeal,"  to  hear  all 
persons  who  may  apply  for  redress,  and  gTant  such  relief  as 
to  them  shall  appear  just  and  reasonable. 

Sect.  8.  That  the  assessment  and  valuation  shall,  in  all 
cases,  be  completed  by  the  said  Board,  on  or  before  the 
second  Monday  of  December,  of  the  year  in  which  the  Assess- 
ments and  valuations  shall  be  made  for  the  tax  for  the  suc- 
ceeding year. 

Sect.  9.  The  said  Commissioners,  in  conjunction  with  the 
Assessors  of  the  proper  ward,  shall,  at  all  times,  make  such 
abatements  or  exonerations  for  mistakes  in  assessments,  as  to 
them  shall  appear  just  and  reasonable,  and  shall  enter  in  a 
book  or  books  to  be  kept  for  that  purpose,  the  names  of  all 
persons  whose  property  shall  have  been  so  abated  or  exone- 
rated, together  with  the  reasons  why,  and  the  amount  and 
date  when  made,  and  furnish  a  copy  of  each  entry  to  the  Re- 
ceiver of  Taxes.  Provided,  neither  the  said  Commissioners  or 
the  Board  of  Revision  or  Appeal,  shall  make  any  abatement 
or  alteration  in  any  manner,  in  any  assessed  property,  except 
at  the  times  as  hereinbefore  mentioned. 

Sect.  10.  That  the  said  City  Commissioners  shall  perform 
the  duty  of  selecting  and  drawing  Jurors  and  such  duties 
relating  to  elections  and  election  officers  as  the  Connnissioners 
of  the  County  of  Philadelphia  were  by  law  authorized  and 
required  to  perform,  previous  to  the  passage  of  the  Act  of  2nd 
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•Februaiy,  1854,  entitled  "A  further  supplement  to  an  Act, 
entitled  an  Act  to  incorporate  the  City  of  Philadelphia." 

Sect.  11.  That  the  said  City  Commissioners  shall  not  dis- 
burse any  money,  enter  into  any  contracts,  or  purchase  any 
materials,  or  order  any  work  done,  of  any  description  or  kind 
whatsoever,  without  special  authority  from  Councils. 

Sect.  12.  That  so  much  of  an  ordinance  entitled  "An 
ordinance  organizing-  the  Department  of  City  Commissioners," 
approved  February  22,  1855,  as  places  the  Court  Houses, 
Buildings  and  Rooms  used  for  County  purposes,  under  the 
charge  and  care  of  the  City  Commissioners,  be,  and  the  same 
is  hereby  repealed,  and  they  shall  hereafter  be  under  the 
charge  of  the  Commissioner  of  City  Property. 

Sect.  13.  That  all  stationery  for  the  use  of  the  City  Com- 
missioners' office  shall  be  furnished  from  the  office  of  and  by 
the  Clerks  of  Councils,  upon  the  written  requisition  of  the 
said  City  Commissioners :  Provided  the  same  be  first  directed 
or  ordered  by  Councils. 

Sect.  14.  That  the  City  Commissioners  shall  draw  no  war- 
rants upon  the  City  Treasury  for  the  payment  of  the  fees  of 
Jurors,  Viewers,  Witnesses,  or  Officers  of  the  Courts,  without 
a  certificate  of  the  Prothonotary  or  Clerk  of  the  Court,  coun- 
tersigned by  one  of  the  Judges  of  the  Court  in  which  the 
duty  or  service  was  performed,  that  the  same  is  correct  to  the 
best  of  his  belief,  nor  shall  any  warrant  be  drawn  for  jury  or 
witness  fees  in  favor  of  any  person  but  the  jury  or  witness 
entitled  to  such  fees. 

Sect.  15.  That  the  said  Commissioners,  or  a  majority 
thereof,  shall  annually,  and  whenever  a  vacancy  shall  occur, 
nominate,  and  by,  and  with  the  advice  and  consent  of  the  Se- 
lect Council,  appoint  a  Messenger,  whose  salary  shall  be  five 
hundred  dollars  per  annum. 

Sect.  16.  That  the  salary  of  the  City  Commissioners  shall 
be  one  thousand  dollars,  each,  per  annum,  to  be  paid  monthly. 

Sect.  17.  That  for  all  warrants  drawn  by  the  City  Com- 
missioners, they  shall  require  a  duplicate  bill,  which  shall, 
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once  in  each  month,  1)0  submitted  to  the  Committee  on 
Finance.  Said  duplicate  bills  shall  be  filed  in  the  office  of  the 
said  City  Commissioners. 

Sect.  18.  That  warrants  for  the  pa3'mcnt  of  moneys  appro- 
priated to  the  Department  of  the  City  Commissioners,  shall 
be  drawn  by  the  said  Commissioners,  or  two  thereof,  in  the 
following  form: —

■  Section  1.  The  Select  and  Common  Councils  of  the  City  of 
Philadelphia,  do  ordain,  That  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the 
Chief  Commissioner  of  Hig:hways,  within  six  months  after  the 
passage  of  this  act,  through  the  Supervisors,  to  furnish  each 
owner  or  occupant  of  any  house,  or  property  situate  upon  any 
street,  lane  or  alley  of  the  City  of  Philadelphia,  a  written 
copy  of  the  correct  numljcr  to  which  such  house  is  entitled; 
and  that  each  owner  shall,  within  sixty  days  after  such  notice, 
cause  a  painted,  carved  or  cast  number  of  such  number  to  be 
placed  in  a  conspicuous  place  upon  such  house  or  property,  in 
a  permament  and  dural)le  manner.  And  that  such  owner  or 
occupant  shall,  for  every  neglect  in  having  said  house  or 
property  numbered,  in  the  manner  and  within  the  time  herein 
specified,  forfeit  and  pay  the  sum  of  five  dollars,  to  be  recov- 
erable as  debts  of  like  amount  are  now  recoverable  by  law, 
to  be  appropriated  to  the  use  of  the  City. 

Sect.  2.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Lieutenant  of  the 
Police  to  report  to  the  Police  Magistrate  of  his  Police  Dis- 
trict, all  owners  or  occupants  of  property  who  shall  have 
failed  to  comply  with  the  requirements  of  Section  First  of 
this  Ordinance ;  and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  said  Police 
Magistrate  to  collect  the  said  sum  of  five  dollars  for  each  aud 
every  offence,  and  pay  the  same  over  to  the  City  Treasurer, 
and  make  report  to  the  City  Controller  under  oath  or  affirma- 
tion, weekly.  He  shall  also  be  required,  in  case  no  collec- 
tions are  made  in  any  one  week,  to  file  in  the  office  of  the  City 
Controller,  his  oath  or  affirmation  to  the  fact. 

Sect.  3.  The  Chief  Commissioner  of  Highways,  in  making 
out  the  proper  numbers  of  said  houses,  shall  be  governed  by 
the  suliijoined  plan  or  diagram,  that  is,  tlie  initial  or  starting 
point  shall  be  at  Market  street  and  the  River  Delaware, 
respectively,  allowing  one  hundred  numbers  to  each  square  of 
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350  or  more  feet  in  lengtli,  and  commencing  with  an  even 
hundred  at  tlie  commencement  of  each  square  as  aforesaid, 
and  in  all  respects  adhering  to  the  decimal  system  of  numera- 
tion. Also,  in  all  streets  running  at  right  angles,  but  not 
extending  to  the  initial  points,  the  same  order  of  enumeration 
shall  be  observed,  as  though  such  street  did  actually  extend 
to  such  point.  Provided,  That  the  Commissioner  shall  use 
his  own  judgment  as  to  the  time  and  system,  when  and  how

the  fourth  street  south  of  Johnson  street,  thirty-two  hundred 
and  ninety  feet  cast  of  the  east  line  of  East  street ;  thence  to 
the  north^sidc  of  Point  House  wharf,  in  a  line  with  the  north 
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side,  ninety  feet  east  of  the  north-east  corner  of  said  wharf;  as 
the  same  is  set  forth  on  said  plans.  The  distance  in  all  cases 
to  be  measured  in  the  direction  of  street  lines. 

Provided,  That  no  permit  shall  hereafter  be  granted  by 
the  Board  of  Fort  Wardens  to  extend  any  wharf  between 
South  and  Vine  streets,  until  the  owner  or  owners  thereof 
shall  have  conveyed  to  the  city  of  Philadelphia  so  much  of  his 
or  their  property  east  of  Delaware  avenue  as  will  be  required 
to  make  said  avenue  fifty  feet  in  width  from  the  established 
line  of  buildings  on  the  western  line  thereof. 

And  provided.  That  no  permit  shall  be  granted  by  the  Board 
of  Port  Wardens  for  the  extension  of  any  wharf  or  wharves 
south  of  Prime  street,  until  the  owner  or  owners  thereof  shall 
have  dedicated  to  the  city  of  Philadelphia  so  much  of  their 
property  as  may  be  required  to  open  a  Avharf  street  or  avenue 
of  one  hundred  feet  in  width  from  the  aforesaid  Prime  street 
to  the  Point  House ;  the  west  side  of  said  avenue  in  no 
case  to  approach  nearer  to  the  wharl  line,  hereby  established, 
than  five  hundred  feet. 

And  provided  furtlier,  That  no  permit  shall  be  granted  by 
the  Board  of  Port  Wardens  to  extend  any  wharf  between  the 
angle  on  Pcnn  street,  south-west  of  Shackamaxon  street  and 
Marlborough  street,  until  the  owner  or  owners  thereof  shall 
have  dedicated  to  tlie  city  of  Philadelphia  so  much  of  his  or 
their  property  as  may  be  required  for  the  extension  of  Penn 
street,  from  said  angle,  with  a  width  of  seventy  feet  to  inter- 
sect Delaware  avenue  at  Marlborough  street. 

And  the  property  conveyed  and  dedicated  as  herein  set 
forth,  shall  be  for  opening  and  widening  the  streets  herein 
named,  and  for  no  other  ])urpose. 

Section  2.  That  if  any  person  or  persons,  after  the  publica- 
tion of  this  ordinance,  shall  erect  or  extend  any  wharf,  or 
building  in  the  nature  of  a  wharf,  into  the  tide-way  of  the 
river  Delaware,  contrary  to  the  provisions  of  this  ordinance, 
he,  she  or  they,  so  oflending,  shall,  upon  the  conviction  thereof, 
before  the  Court  of  Quarter  Sessions  of  the  city  of  Philadel- 
phia, forfeit  and  pay  the  sum  of  ibur  thousand  dollars,  to  the 
use  of  the  city  of  Philadelphia,  to  be  recovered  in  the  same 
39 
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manner  as  other  fines  and  forfeitures  are  recoverable  by  law, 
and  the  Board  of  Port  Wardens  may,  npon  the  conviction  of 
the  offender  as  aforesaid,  cause  the  said  wharf  or  other  build- 
ing in  the  nature  of  a  wharf,  to  be  removed  or  abated,  and  if 
the  expense  of  said  removal  or  abatement  exceed  the  fine  and 
forfeiture  affixed  by  tlie  Court,  the  excess  shall  be  recovered 
in  a  civil  suit  ai^ainst  the  offender,  before  the  District  Court  of 
the  city  of  Philadelphia. 

Section  3.  It  shall  not  be  lawful  to  extend  any  wharf  now 
built,  or  construct  any  new  wharf,  except  in  accordance  with 
the  following  provisions,  viz : — Each  and  every  wharf  shall, 
when  extended  to  or  near  to  the  wharf  line  hereby  established, 
consist  of  a  solid  pier  not  less  than  forty  feet  in  length 
towards  shore,  measuring  from  its  eastern  line,  and  the  residue 
to  head  of  Dock,  or  to  within  such  distance  of  low  water  mark 
as  shall  command  ten  feet  water  at  low  tide;  to  be  support- 
ed on  piles  extending  to  the  elevation  of  low  water,  upon 
which  shall  rest  the  crib  of  the  wharf.  Said  piles  to  be  driven 
not  less  than  four  feet  from  centre  to  centre,  and  in  line  at 
right  angles  with  the  line  of  the  side  of  the  wharf.  Said  piles 
to  be  not  less  than  twelve  inches  diameter  at  head,  and  to  be 
made  of  white  oak,  or  to  be  of  iron  of  such  size  and  form  as 
shall  be  approved  by  the  Board  of  Port  Wardens.  Provided 
the  character  of  the  bottom  shall  not  preclude  the  safe  use 
of  piles,  to  be  determined  by  the  Board  of  Port  Wardens,  in 
which  case  a  sluice  or  sluice-ways  shall  be  left  in  such  position 
or  positions,  and  bridged  over  at  the  elevation  of  two  feet 
above  low  water,  as  the  Board  of  Wardens  shall  direct. 
And  further  provided,  that  all  wharves  constructed  between 
Vine  and  South  streets  shall  conform  to  the  provisions  as  set 
forth  in  the  Will  of  Stephen  Girard. 

Section  4.  Prior  to  the  commencement  of  any  new  wharf 
or  to  the  extension  of  any  wharf,  the  correct  lines  shall  be 
furnished  by  the  District  Surveyor,  who  shall  be  entitled  to  a 
fee,  in  advance,  of  two  dollars,  for  each  and  every  ten  feet 
width  of  wharf,  and  who  shall  prepare  a  minute  and  detailed 
plan  of  the  location  of  said  wharf,  for  the  owner  thereof,  and 
shall  deposite  a  duplicate  tlicreof  in  the  Department  of  Sur- 
veys, and  on  application  to  the  Board  of  Port  Wardens  for  a 
permit  for  the  construction  or  extension  of  a  wharf,  a  minute 
and  detailed  plan  of  survey  of  said  wharf  shall  be  furnished 
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the  said  Board,  to  bo  filed  in  their  office  ;  and  no  new  wharf 
shall  be  erected  on  the  Delaware  front,  that  shall  not  have 
clear  dock  room  on  each  side,  appertaining  to  such  particular 
wharf,  of  forty  feet  in  width.

thence  to  the  north  line  of  Spruce  street  three  hundred  and 
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ten  feet  east  of  the  west  line  of  Delaware  avenue,  thence  to 
one  hundred  and  eighteen  feet  north  of  Lombard  street, 
three  hundred  and  ten  feet  east  of  the  west  line  of  Delaware 
avenue,  thence  to  the  south  side  of  Christian  street  to  the 
point  established  by  the  above  named  ordinance. 

Provided,  however,  That  no  permit  shall  hereafter  be 
granted  by  the  Board  of  Port  Wardens  to  extend  any  wharf 
between  South  and  Prime  streets,  until  the  owner  or  owners 
thereof  shall  have  dedicated  to  the  City  of  Philadelphia,  so 
much  of  his  or  their  property  as  may  be  necessary  to  open  and 
extend  Delaware  avenue,  or  Wharf  street,  of  the  width  of  fifty 
feet  to  the  north  side  of  Prime  street,  said  dedication  to  be 
for  no  other  purpose,  and  provided  that  the  Board  of  Port 
Wardens  and  Public  Landings  shall  have  discretionary  power 
to  designate  the  materials  to  be  used  for  piles  upon  which 
the  Wharves  shall  be  built.

from  time  to  time  may  think  most  proper  and  beneficial.

AN  ORDINANCE 

To  make  an  appropriation  for  certain  Paving  and  Grading, 
and  to  transfer  a  certain   item  of  appropriation. 

Section  1.  The  Select  and  Common  Councils  of  the  Cit}'  of 
Philadelphia  do  ordain,  That  the  sum  of  nine  hundred  and 
eighty-nine  dollars  and  four  cents  be,  and  the  same  is  horcliy 
appropriated  to  pay  the  following  bills :  To  William  I). 
Cozens  three  hundred  and  ten  dollars  and  forty  cents  for 
materials  and  paving  on  Delaware  at  Noble  street  wharf;  to 
Isaac  Langcrbartel  two  hundred  and  forty-one  dollars  and 
eighty-nine  cents,  for  paving  and  grading  at  Coates  and  Green 
street  wharves ;  to  Samuel  Miller  four  hundred  and  thirty- 
six  dollars  and  seventy-five  cents,  for  paving  Delaware  at 
Coates  and  Green  streets. 

Section  2.  The  said  appropriation  shall  be  paid  out  of  the 
item  of  Appropriation  for  Repairs  of  Wharves,  and  for  this 
purpose  the  sum  of  one  thousand  dollars  is  hereby  transferred 
from  the  item  of  appropriation  "  cleansing  docks,"  to  item  of 
appropriation  "  repairing  wharves,"  in  Ordinance  approved 
March  11th,  1856,  entitled  "  An  Ordinance  to  make  an  appro- 
priation for  the  pul)lic  service  of  the  Department  of  Wharves 
and  Landings,  for  the  year  1856,  and  to  pay  certain  taxes  for 
the  year  1855."  And  "the  Commissioner  of  Market  Houses  is 
hereby  directed  to  draw  warrants  for  the  payment  of  said 
bills.
